Commander's  Message 

America's  Quest  In  The  '80s 


Frank  I.  Hamilton 

This  month  marks  the  beginning  of 
a  new  decade — a  decade  laden  with 
nagging  problems,  yet  rich  with  op- 
portunity. Most  magazines,  includ- 
ing this  one,  contain  articles  about 
the  "challenges  of  the  1980s."  With- 
out exception,  they  address  brave 
new  technologies  and  predictions  in 
such  diverse  disciplines  as  energy, 
economics  and  medicine. 

But  these  are  not  our  only  con- 
cerns: I  propose  an  additional  set 
of  challenges  for  the  coming  decade: 

•  I  challenge  you  to  make  known 
your  untiring  support  for  a  national 
defense  posture  second  to  none; 

•  I  challenge  you  to  rededicate 
yourselves  to  the  principles  that 
made  this  nation  "America"; 

•  I  challenge  you  to  proclaim  to 
our  allies  in  a  loud,  collective  voice: 
"Your  security  is  our  security.  Our 
commitment  is  unwavering,  we  will 
never  desert  you." 

For  more  than  30  years,  we  have 
watched  this  country's  influence  in 
world  affairs  wane,  and  our  nation- 
al resolve  and  military  might  sink  to 
an  all-time  low.  In  spite  of  The 
American  Legion's  diligent  efforts 
to  promote  a  state  of  military  pre- 
paredness, the  United  States  has  de- 
clined in  relative  military  strength. 

We  emerged  from  World  War  II  a 
proud  and  victorious  nation — the 
most  magnanimous  and  powerful  in 
history.  A  haven  for  the  oppressed, 
America  opened  her  ports  to  millions 
seeking  unparalleled  freedom  and 
opportunity.  Not  willing  that  even 
the  vanquished  should  live  in  pover- 
ty or  slavery,  we  sent  billions  of 
American  dollars  to  former  enemies 


so  they  could  rebuild  their  shattered 
homelands. 

Despite  our  efforts  to  maintain 
peace,  Americans  again  faced  an  ag- 
gressor five  years  later.  Not  wanting 
to  plunge  the  world  into  a  third 
world  war — and  understandably  re- 
luctant to  encourage  military  escala- 
tion— we  took  steps  to  "limit"  the 
war  in  Korea. 

Some  misinterpreted  our  action  as 
an  indication  of  military  or  moral 
weakness.  Others  saw  it  as  the  set- 
ting of  a  precedent. 

U.S.  officials  concluded  in  the 
1960s  that  the  Soviet  Union,  "hope- 
lessly" behind  in  the  arms  race, 
would  be  satisfied  with  a  status  of 
permanent  nuclear  and  strategic  in- 
feriority. In  the  face  of  a  massive 
Soviet  military  buildup  in  the  1970s, 
U.S.  officials  concluded  that  the  So- 
viets would  be  satisfied  with  being 
our  military  equal.  Today  as  we  en- 
ter the  1980s,  officials,  who  hope  our 
defenses  will  be  adequate,  watch  as 
the  Soviets  surpass  us  militarily  in 
nearly  every  area.  Still,  our  govern- 
ment is  reluctant  to  commit  more  re- 
sources to  national  defense. 

Never  before  in  history  has  a 
world  power  so  apathetically  accept- 
ed such  a  drastic  change  in  the  bal- 
ance of  power.

That  apathy  has  taken  its  toll  in 
both  national  morale  and  world  pres- 
tige. Incident  after  incident  has  un- 
derscored the  need  for  decisive  ac- 
tion and  enlightened  leadership. 
Consider  a  few  humiliations  we  have 
suffered  since  the  end  of  WWII. 

•  A  quarter  century  ago,  Ameri- 
can soldiers  were  ordered  to  stop 
pursuit  at  the  banks  of  Korea's  Yalu 
River  while  the  enemy  retreated  to 
safety. 

•  We  fought  a  14-year-long  con- 
ventional war  in  Vietnam  without 
trying  to  defeat,  but  only  to  con- 
tain, the  enemy.  That  effort  cost  us 
more  than  55,000  American  lives. 

•  We   took   virtually   no  action

If  we 
must  choose  between  war  and  slav- 
ery, I  would  rather  die  a  free  man  in 
a  war  to  preserve  that  freedom, 
than  to  survive  as  a  helpless  and 
hopeless  slave  in  a  communist  world.

Should  Congress  Bar  Supreme  Court  Action  On 

Voluntary  Prayer  In  Public  Schools?

 ,  In  cases  decided  in  1962 

and  1963,  the  Supreme  Court  ruled 
that  the  state  may  not  require  pray- 
er or  Bible  reading  in  the  public 
schools.  The  Court  held  that  such 
state-mandated  exercises  were  an 
establishment  of  religion  in  violation 
of  the  First  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution. 

Many  of  us  who  had  grown  up 
with  prayer  and  Bible  reading  at 
the  beginning  of  each  school  day 
were  shocked  at  the  Court's  decision.  Among  the  major 
purposes  of  education  is  passing  the  best  features  of  our 
culture  and  values  to  the  next  generation.  We  are  a  na- 
tion with  a  strong  religious  heritage,  and  we  had'always 
assumed  that  our  schools  should  pass  on  that  heritage 
to  our  young. 

However,  the  Supreme  Court  has  ruled  that  the  state 
must  be  neutral  toward  religion,  favoring  neither  one 
sect  over  others,  nor  religion  generally  over  non-religion, 
nor  non-religion  over  religion.  This  is  consistent  with  the 
language  of  the  Constitution. 

But  the  Constitution  also  prevents  enactment  of  any 
laws  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  [of  religion],  which  to 
my  mind  means  that  voluntary  religious  exercises  in  the 
public  schools  are  Constitutionally  permissible. 

Since  I  first  came  to  Congress  in  1973,  I  have  spon- 
sored and  co-sponsored  many  pieces  of  legislation  that 
would  affirm  the  rights  of  students  to  engage  in  volun- 
tary religious  activities  in  the  public  schools. 

For  example,  the  school  could  allow  a  few  minutes  of 
quiet  meditation  in  each  classroom  at  the  start  of  a  school 
day,  or  allow  interested  students  to  assemble  for  prayer 
and  Bible  reading  at  times  when  they  were  not  in  classes 
and  in  space  not  being  used  for  classes. 

If  a  student  chose  to  pray  during  the  period  of  medi- 
tation, that  would  certainly  not  be  Constitutionally  ob- 
jectionable. If  students  assemble  for  prayer  and  Bible 
reading,  that  surely  cannot  be  construed  as  state  estab- 
lishment of  religion. 

I  believe  that  federal  legislation  is  needed  to  clarify 
for  the  courts,  the  schools  and  the  public  that  the  state 
may  not  prohibit  the  free  exercise  of  religion. 

I  have  difficulty  understanding  the  motives  of  people 
who  attempt  to  use  litigation  to  limit  or  prohibit  public 
expressions  of  religious  faith. 

But  I  know  this:  religion  gains  strength  in  adversity. 
Under  communist  oppression,  the  people  of  Poland 
express  their  religious  faith  with  vigor  unlikely  to  be 
found  in  any  other  modem  state.  In  our  own  country, 
hundreds  of  religious  private  schools  have  opened  in  re- 
cent years  because  public  schools  have  rejected  religious 
expression  and  embraced  moral  relativism. 

We  who  cherish  and  practice  our  religious  faith  will 
endure  and  we  will  impart  owe  religious  values  to  our 
children,  as  an  important  part  of  their  American 
heritage.

_  .  _  _  Earlier  this  year,  legis- 
lation was  introduced  which  would 
prohibit  the  Federal  District  Court 
from  hearing  any  case  challenging 
the  Constitutionality  of  a  state  stat- 
ute relating  to  voluntary  prayer  in 
the  public  school  system.  These  are 
measures  I  cannot  support. 

The  Constitution  addresses  this 
question  in  Article  VI: 

This  Constitution  .  .  .  shall  be 
the  supreme  Law  of  the  Land;  and 
the  Judges  in  every  State  shall  be  bound  thereby,  any 
Thing  in  the  Constitution  or  Laws  of  any  State  to  the 
Contrary  notwithstanding  .  .  .  all  executive  and  judicial 
Officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  several 
States,  shall  be  bound  by  Oath  .  .  .  to  support  this 
Constitution . . . 

The  Constitution  and  its  Supreme  Court  decisions 
represent  the  ultimate  law  of  the  land  and  no  law 
passed  by  Congress,  short  of  a  Constitutional  Amend- 
ment, can  usurp  this  rightful  jurisdiction. 

In  addition,  efforts  to  mandate  prayer  in  the  public 
schools,  even  on  a  voluntary  basis,  violate  that  part  of 
the  First  Amendment  which  states,  Congress  shall  make 
no  law  respecting  the  establishment  of  religion. 

In  the  landmark  case  of  Engel  v.  Vitale  (1962),  the 
Supreme  Court  held  that  the  establishment  of  religion 
clause  was  violated  by  a  state  mandate  that  children  say 
a  particular  prayer  in  unison  at  the  beginning  of  each 
day.  The  Court  similarly  held  unconstitutional  a  Penn- 
sylvania law  that  ordered  the  recitation  of  at  least  10 
verses  of  the  Bible  along  with  the  Lord's  Prayer. 

By  convincing  majorities,  the  Court  has  ruled  that 
state-sponsored  prayer  and  Bible  reading  do  indeed 
constitute  establishment  of  religion. 

"Voluntary  prayer"  is  a  curious  term  in  need  of  care- 
ful analysis.  Who  would  determine  whether  prayer 
should  be  introduced  in  the  classroom?  The  state  legis- 
lature? The  principal?  The  teacher?  And  who  would  be 
charged  with  the  responsibility  for  composing  prayers? 

Effective  worship,  unlike  ritualistic  prayer  imposed 
by  school  officials,  can  best  occur  in  an  atmosphere  of 
voluntary  attendance.  It  is  my  view  that  parents  and 
churches  should  retain  their  responsibilities  in  shaping 
the  religious  views  of  yoxmg  people.  The  government 
must  remain  neutral  and  not  get  involved  in  the  business 
of  composing,  encouraging  or  discouraging  prayer. 

As  the  law  reads,  nothing  prevents  a  youngster  from 
engaging  in  private,  individual  prayer  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  school  day,  or  from  being  released  to  celebrate 
religious  holidays.  As  a  committed  Christian,  I  also 
find  great  comfort  in  the  First  Amendment's  protection 
against  the  establishment  of  civil  religion  and  its  guar- 
antee of  the  right  to  worship  or  not  to  worship. 

The  practice  is  more  suitable  than  having  teachers, 
school  officials  or  elected  representatives  make  decisions 
about  the  religious  training  of  our  yoimg  people.

1980  Economic  Forecast  "Iffy" 

Note  that  the  economists — ^who,  right  about  now,  usually  spew  a  lot  of 
projections  for  the  year  ahead — are  very  cautious  and  "iffy"  this  time. 
But  short-term,  this  much  is  clear: 

1.  Inflation  in  1980  almost  certainly  will  stay  in  the  double-digit  range 
(i.e.,  10  percent  or  more) .  For  many,  that  will  mean  a  further  reduction  in 
their  standards  of  living. 

2.  With  interest  rates  at  record  levels,  housing  will  be  hard  hit.  Not  only 
is  mortgage  money  becoming  scarcer  and  costlier,  but  also  down  payments 
will  rise  to  a  painful  level. 

3.  Availability  of  consumer  credit  won't  be  affected  immediately.  But — if 
the  money  shrinkage  continues — installment  credit  eventually  will  shrink, 
making  it  especially  tough  to  buy  cars  on  long-term  plans. 

4.  The  combined  drop  in  housing  and  car  sales  could  put  a  crimp  in  the 
economy,  though — again — nobody  will  venture  to  guess  the  depth  of  the 
dent. 

Understanding  Money-Market  Funds 

As  money  becomes  tighter,  financial  institutions  are  inventing  more  devices 
to  attract  savers  and  their  savings.  One  of  the  most  successful  newcomers 
is  the  "money-market  fund,"  operated  by  investment  houses.  In  the  last  12 
months,  an  estimated  $50  billion  have  poured  into  the  funds,  which  currently 
yield  about  double  the  interest  that  banks  and  thrift  institutions  pay.  Here's 
how  a  money-market  fund  works: 

•  You  deposit  froin  $1,000  to  $2,500  with  the  fund  operator.  He  pools 
this  with  other  deposits,  then  buys  high-yield,  short-term  investments  such 
as  U.S.  government  securities,  commercial  paper  and  certificates  of  deposit. 

•  You  get  your  pro  rata  share  of  what  the  pool  earns,  minus  a  management 
fee  averaging  about  one-half  percent.  So,  your  earnings  are  about  10  to  11 
percent  (varying  slightly  from  day-to-day,  depending  on  the  fund's  pur- 
chases) . 

•  You  can  withdraw  from  the  pool  at  any  time.  You  usually  can  write  a 
limited  amount  of  checks  against  your  account  and  you  can  make  additional 
deposits  in  smaller  denominations — $1(X),  or  even  less. 

Is  your  money  safe?  Money-market  funds  are  not  government-insured  as 
are  bank  deposits.  On  the  other  hand,  they  claim  that  their  investments  are 
so  short-term  and  in  such  sound  instruments  that  there  should  be  little 
worry  on  this  score. 

However,  before  you  join  the  parade,  get  a  prospectus  and  read  it  carefully. 

When  Leasing  A  Car  Makes  Sense 

Leasing  a  car — instead  of  buying — ^may  sound  appealing  in  these  days  of 
high  prices  and  big  down  payments.  But  don't  be  too  hasty.  Consider  these 
pros  and  cons: 

•  Leasing  makes  sense  if  you  want  to  avoid  a  hefty  down  payment  (though 
you  usually  have  to  make  a  refundable  deposit) . 

•  Over  a  two-  or  three-year  haul,  leasing  is  only  slightly  more  expensive 
than  buying  if  you  get  a  good  leasing  deal. 

•  Leasing  also  can  eliminate  the  bother  of  trade-ins,  buying  a  lemon,  and, 
sometimes,  maintenance  and  insurance.  It's  especially  practical  if  you  want 
a  car  for  a  short  time  only. 

•  Over  a  longer  stretch,  however,  buying  is  a  better  choice  because  you 
acquire  equity  in  the  vehicle,  whereas  in  leasing  you  do  not. 

In  any  event,  investigate  thoroughly  before  you  sign  up,  as  leasing  terms 
and  conditions  vary  widely.

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SOENCE  inthe  1980s 

A  preview  of  innovations  and  their  lilcely 
impact  on  our  lives  during  the  next  decade 


By  Walter  Froehlich 

On  January  1,  1980,  Americans  en- 
tered more  than  a  new  decade.  We 
also  moved  into  a  post-industrial 
era  and  a  super-science  age.  We 
moved  toward  a  new  accelerated 
"knowledge  explosion"  and  into  a 
time  of  resource  shortages  plus  a 
myriad  of  science  and  technology- 
generated  human,  social  and  eco- 
nomic problems — all  at  the  same 
time. 

We  are  the  most  science-conscious, 
technology-intensive,  machine-ori- 
ented society  in  history.  In  the  1980s 
we  will  become  still  more  mecha- 
nized, motorized,  transistorized,  auto- 
mated and  computerized.  We  will 
become  more — (if  the  word  doesn't 


exist  it  should  be  invented  for  the 
1980s)  — technologized. 

As  it  has  in  the  past,  the  unrelent- 
ing march  of  science  and  technology 
in  the  1980s  will  improve  the  quality 
of  our  lives,  raise  hopes  and  expecta- 
tions, offer  exciting  new  opportuni- 
ties and  bring  with  it  hazards  and 
disappointments — all  of  these,  per- 
haps, in  magnitudes  and  dimensions 
as  unprecedented  as  the  advances 
themselves. 

In  the  first  80  years  of  this  cen- 
tury we  acquired  more  knowledge 
about  nature  and  its  laws  and  work- 
ings than  in  all  earlier  centuries 
combined.  In  the  next  20  years — 
between  now  and  the  year  2000 — 
our  knowledge  about  the  universe  and 
its  contents  and  dynamics  will  be 


doubled  once  again. 

As  we  put  the  new  knowledge  to 
work,  we  will  develop  new  tools  and 
techniques  that  will  drastically 
change  our  ways  of  doing  things. 
They  will  inevitably  have  a  profound 
influence  on  how  we  think  about  and 
look  at  ourselves,  those  around  us 
and  our  environment. 

What  can  scientists  and  engineers 
do  for  an  encore?  What  will  make 
science  headlines  in  the  1980s? 

About  three  million  scientists  and 
engineers — more  than  have  ever  lived 
in  all  earlier  centuries  combined — 
are  alive  and  working  today.  They 
have  at  their  disposal  far  more  so- 
phisticated equipment  and  far  great- 
er resources  than  any  of  their  pre- 
decessors. Annual  global  expendi- 
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tures  for  research  and  development 
(R&D)  run  to  about  $150  billion. 
One-fourth  to  one-fifth  of  that  goes 
to  military  R&D. 

In  the  United  States,  which  has  by 
far  the  largest  R&D  enterprise  of  any 
nation,  about  600,000  scientists  and 
engineers  are  employed  in  R&D  to- 
day. They  are  supported  to  the  tune 
of  about  $57  billion  furnished  by  gov- 
ernment, industry,  foundations,  uni- 
versities, and  other  institutions  and 
organizations. 

Springing  forth  from  these  huge 
armies  of  scientific  investigators  and 
technological  irmovators  will  come 
discoveries  and  revelations — facts, 
theories  and  understandings — in 
such  prodigious  quantities  that  some 
knowledgeable  observers  genuinely 
doubt  we  can  digest  and  absorb 
them,  much  less  assess  their  utility. 

As  the  storehouse  of  accumulated 
knowledge  stretches  in  the  1980s, 
many  of  the  additions  will  emanate 
from  "basic  research."  These  will  be 
of  little,  if  any,  immediate  use  other 
than  to  fill  gaps  in  and  support  or  un- 
dermine scientists'  conjectures  and 
hypotheses.  Other  knowledge — from 
"applied  research" — will  lend  itself 
to  immediate  or  later  application  for 
desirable  purposes. 

The  growth  of  technological  know- 
how  has  led  to  large  increases  in 
worker  productivity.  The  same  or 
larger  output  can  be  produced  by 
fewer  workers.  As  this  trend  con- 
tinues in  the  1980s  so  will  the  migra- 
tion from  work  benches  to  desks, 
from  factories  to  offices,  from  blue- 
collar  to  white-collar  jobs,  from  phys- 
ical to  mental  labors,  from  manipu- 
lating to  monitoring  machinery  and 
solving  problems. 

These  shifts  by  large  segments  of 
our  work  force  gave  rise  to  the  term 
"post-industrial  society"  which  is 
defined  as  the  employment  of  a  very 
substantial  fraction  of  the  population 
(and  of  capital  goods)  in  the  provi- 
sion of  services  rather  than  in  the 
production  of  goods. 

One  early  sympton  of  that  post- 
industrial  society  is  the  already 
flourishing  information  industry.  It 
can  be  expected  to  encompass  a  sig- 
nificantly expanding  proportion  of 
professionals  and  technicians  in  the 
1980s  in  the  collection,  handling, 
classification,  storage,  processing 
and  distribution  of  information. 

Advances  in  science  and  technol- 
ogy inevitably  raise  serious  non- 
science  and  non-technology  questions 
for  which  answers  can  be  found  only 
in  terms  of  moral,  ethical  and  human 
values. 

Implications  pertaining  to  the  use 


of  population-control  technology, 
hazardous  waste  disposal,  radiation 
dangers,  weapons  of  mass  destruc- 
tion, and  possible  invasion  of  privacy 
with  miniaturized  listening  devices, 
or  through  electronic  storage  of  per- 
sonal information  are  among  modem 
issues  that  are  as  much  matters  of 
conscience  as  of  technological  and 
scientific  capabilities. 

So  are  decisions  on  whether  or 
when  to  pull  the  plug  of  breathing 
and  blood-pumping  machinery  con- 
nected to  a  comatose  patient  whose 
brain  has  deteriorated  so  that  he  can 
never  again  regain  consciousness;  or 
who  among  equally  needy  patients 
should  be  granted  access  to  a  limited 
supply  of  life-sustaining  artificial 
kidneys  (dialyzers) ;  or  who  of  sev- 
eral dying  heart  patients  should  be 
offered  the  only  available  heart  for 
transplantation;  or  what — if  any — 
action  is  justified  if  before-birth  ex- 
aminations show  a  fetus  to  be  severe- 
ly deformed  or  otherwise  defective. 

Thus,  it  can  be  safely  predicted 
that  one  of  the  most  pervasive  devel- 
opments affecting  science  and  tech- 
nology in  the  1980s  will  take  place 
outside  the  laboratories  and  research 
centers. 

This  development  will  be  greatly 
increased  participation  by  the  public 
in  the  formulation  of  science  policies. 

Until  recently  the  American  pub- 
lic has  been  playing  very  much  the 
role  of  spectators — albeit  a  paying 
audience — while  scientists  and  engi- 
neers made  their  own  decisions  and 
judgments. 


Advances  in  science 
and  technoiogy  raise 
morai,  ethicai  and 
human  value  questions. 


One  prelude  of  things  to  come  may 
have  been  the  establishment  in  1972 
by  the  U.S.  Congress  of  an  Office  of 
Technology  Assessment.  It  provides 
the  Congress  with  independent,  ob- 
jective appraisals  of  the  social  ef- 
fects of  impending  technologies.  Leg- 
islative controls  can  then  be  insti- 
tuted if  deemed  desirable. 

Another  index  to  the  blossoming 
science  awareness — some  call  it  "sci- 
ence literacy" — by  the  public  may  be 
the  several  new  science  magazines 
which  are  to  begin  publication  in 
1980  and  several  existing  ones  that 
are  being  upgraded.  Each  is  de- 
signed to  cater  to  a  perceived  appe- 
tite for  understandable,  authoritative 
reporting  and  interpretation  of  hap- 


penings and  issues  in  science  and 
technology. 

The  new  magazines  quite  obviously 
intend  to  do  more  than  satisfy  curi- 
osity about  science.  To  participate 
intelligently,  the  public  wants  and 
needs  to  be  well  informed. 

Decisions  in  science  and  technol- 
ogy are  often  more  than  mere  selec- 
tions between  different  ways  of  at- 
taining research  objectives.  Often 
these  decisions  have  directed  alter- 
nate futures  for  humankind.  In  the 
1980s  the  public  will  demand — and 
receive — the  right  to  share  in  the 
making  of  these  decisions. 

Below  are  summaries  of  what  is 
coming  up  in  the  1980s  in  major 
fields  of  science  and  technology. 

Space 

Beginning  in  the  mid-1980s  outer 
space  will  never  again  be  uninhab- 
ited. With  weekly  U.S.  shuttle 
launches  and  the  continuance  of 
Soviet  long-duration  missions  of  sev- 
eral months,  someone  will  be  living 
in  orbit  at  all  times. 

By  then  launches  of  space  vehicles 
carrying  crews  and  passengers  and 
their  return  to  Earth  will  be  so  com- 
monplace they  will  draw  little  more 
attention  than  arrivals  and  depar- 
tures of  ships  in  New  York  harbor. 

The  work  by  these  space  inhabi- 
tants— scientific  and  technological 
experiments,  observation  of  the  stars, 
and  monitoring  agricultural,  military, 
geological,  meteorological  and  other 
happenings  on  the  Earth — will  be 
taken  as  much  for  granted  in  the 
mid-1980s  as  are  today's  weather-ob- 
servation and  commercial-communi- 
cation satellites. 

One  of  the  big  leaps  forward  in  the 
1980s  may  emerge  from  experiments 
aboard  the  shuttle  in  manufacturing 
and  processing  materials  in  weight- 
lessness. These  experiments  could  be- 
come forerunners  of  space  factories 
in  later  decades. 

Exploration  of  the  planets  will  take 
giant  strides  with  the  expected  ar- 
rival of  Voyager  2  in  1986  near 
Uranus,  nine  years  after  the  craft's 
launch  from  Earth.  Because  of  the  dis- 
tance, radio  transmissions  of  Voyager 
2's  observations,  history's  first  close- 
up  views  of  that  planet,  will  require 
several  hours  to  reach  the  Earth. 
The  five  planets  nearest  Earth — Ve- 
nus, Mercury,  Mars,  Jupiter  and 
Saturn — were  already  observed  in 
flybys  in  the  1960s  and  1970s. 

Women  will  become  frequent  par- 
ticipants in  space  flights  in  the 
1980s.  Six  U.S.  women  astronaut 
candidates  have  been  in  training 
since  1978  for  shuttle  flights  and

other  women  are  expected  to  be 
among  the  scientists  and  technicians 
from  many  nations  who  will  be 
shuttle  passengers.  Only  one  woman 
has  been  in  space  up  to  now — Soviet 
cosmonaut  Valentina  V.  Tereshkova 
in  1963. 

The  United  States  and  the  Soviet 
Union  will  remain  the  only  nations 
capable  of  launching  humans  into  or- 
bit throughout  the  1980s.  There  will 
be  no  flights  by  humans  to  the  Moon 
or  Mars  (or  to  any  other  heavenly 
body)  in  the  1980s  and  no  prepara- 
tions are  being  made  for  such  flights 
by  humans  beyond  Earth  orbit. 

In  the  1980s,  as  before,  the  speed 
and  extent  of  our  penetration  of  out- 
er space  will  depend  not  only  on  the 
state  of  our  technology  but  also  on 
our  willingness  and  ability  to  pay  for 
and  support  such  ventures. 

Medicine -Health 

Early  detection  of  chronic  diseases 
— and  sometimes  the  detection  of 
pre-disease  conditions  and  their  elim- 
ination or  correction  to  head  off  ar- 
riving illness — will  be  among  the 
most  important  and  startling  ad- 
vances in  medicine  and  health  in  the 
1980s. 

Increased  research  in  preventive 
and  predictive  medicine  (one  to 
keep  diseases  from  occurring,  the 
other  to  foresee  their  inception  and 
head  them  off)  will  focus  in  the 
1980s  on  diseases  such  as  diabetes, 
arthritis,  muscular  dystrophy,  em- 
physema and  other  chronic  lung 
diseases  for  which  we  still  have  no 
cures  and  only  limited  treatments. 

Sensitive  testing  techniques  are  on 
the  horizon  to  detect  subtle  chemical 
and  physical  imbalances  that  may  be 
precursors  of  disease.  New  and  im- 
proved non-invasive  examination  in- 
struments (which  do  not  enter  or 
even  touch  the  body)  use  ultra- 
sound, radiations  or  heat  sensors  to 
find  aberrations  inside  the  body  that 
may  be  signs  of  impending  disease. 

These  approaches  are  part  of  his- 
tory's most  massive  onslaught 
against  disease. 

Vaccines,  antibiotic  drugs,  im- 
proved hygiene  and  public  health 
techniques  introduced  earlier  in  this 
century  wiped  out  some — and  sharp- 
ly curtailed  most  other — infectious 
and  contagious  diseases  which  for- 
merly terrorized  communities. 

These  successes  together  with  im- 
proved nutrition,  shorter  work 
weeks,  labor-saving  machines,  new 
medicines  and  better  health  care 
helped  raise  the  average  length  of 
life. 

A  child  bom  in  the  United  States 


today  can  expect  to  live  25  years 
longer — to  age  72.8  years — than 
could  a  child  bom  at  the  tum  of  the 
century.  Average  life  expectancy  can 
be  expected  to  increase  still  further — 
to  75  or  76  by  the  end  of  the  1980s 
and  to  80  or  even  85  by  the  year 
2000. 

The  shifts  in  disease  pattems  from 
the  infectious  to  chronic  illnesses  as 
our  major  killers  and  disablers,  and 
the  drastic  lengthening  of  the  aver- 
age life,  must  count  among  the  most 
significant  achievements  of  this  or 
any  century. 

Despite  all  this,  it  would  probably 
be  a  mistake  to  expect  a  cure  for  or 
the  eradication  of  influenza  or  the 
common  cold  in  the  1980s.  Very 
likely  they  will  remain  throughout 
the  decade  our  most  widespread 
modern  plagues. 

Cancer- Heart  Disease 

Cancer — the  most  frightening  six- 
letter  word  in  the  English  language 
— comprises  the  first  disease  group 
in  history  for  which  more  than  $1 
billion  in  research  funds  are  being 
spent  in  a  single  year. 

No  all-embracing  cure  or  preven- 
tion method  is  in  sight  for  cancer  and 
heart  and  blood  vessel  diseases  which 
are — by  far — our  biggest  killers  in 
the  United  States. 

In  the  1980s  we  can  reasonably 
expect  continuation  of  the  15  percent 
decline  in  the  last  15  years  in  deaths 
from  heart  diseases  even  though  re- 
searchers still  cannot  agree  on  what 
causes  the  drop.  Some  believe  that

they  are  the  fmits  of  better  manage- 
ment of  high  blood  pressure  and  of 
many  years  of  health  education. 
These  have  brought  about  a  greater 
public  awareness  of  contributing 
factors  such  as  improper  diet,  lack  of 
exercise  and  frequent  or  prolonged 
emotional  stress. 

Similarly  the  proportion  of  cancer 
survivors  can  be  expected  to  continue 
to  rise — to  perhaps  one  half  of  all 
cancer  patients  by  the  end  of  the 
1980s.  Today,  only  one  of  three  sur- 
vives free  of  disease  five  years  after 
treatment.  In  the  1950s  it  was  one  in 
four,  in  the  1930s  only  one  in  five, 
and  only  about  one  in  20  at  the  tum 
of  the  century. 


Preventive  and 
predictive  medicine 
will  remain  our  best 
means  to  deal  witti 
diseases  for  whiicti  we 
tiave  no  cure. 


The  improvements  will  come  about 
through  better  dmgs  and  radiation 
and  surgical  treatment  techniques  for 
cancer  and  through  better  diagnostic 
and  predictive  methods  and  through 
better  control  of  cancer-causing  en- 
vironmental factors. 

Environment 

The  first  law  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  at  the 
start  of  the  last  decade — in  the 
White  House  on  January  1,  1970 — 
was  the  "National  Envirormiental 
Protection  Act."  The  environmental 
stock-taking  and  clean-up  that  fol- 
lowed in  the  United  States  in  that 
decade  was  unprecedented  in  the  his- 
tory of  nations. 

In  the  1980s  environmental  prog- 
ress is  bound  to  continue — but  at  a 
slower  pace.  And  there  will  be  some 
setbacks. 

One  reason  for  the  slowdown  will 
be  the  high  and  rising  costs  of  ac- 
quisition and  operation  of  pollution 
control  equipment.  A  reason  for  ex- 
pected setbacks  will  be  vastly  in- 
creased combustion  of  "dirty,"  en- 
viroimientally-disadvantageous  fuels 
such  as  coal  as  substitutes  for  oil. 

The  most  important  forward 
thrust  in  the  environmental  move- 
ment in  the  1980s  will  grow  out  of 
new  testing  techniques  for  the  nu- 
merous chemicals  in  use  today  for 
which  effects  on  our  health  remain 
imknown.  The  cause  of  much  illness 
— including  heart  disease  and  cancer 
— is  believed  to  encompass  environ- 
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mental  components. 

On  June  1,  1979,  the  Environmen- 
tal Protection  Agency  (EPA)  pub- 
lished the  first  comprehensive  in- 
ventory of  commercial  chemicals  pro- 
duced in  or  imported  into  the  United 
States.  It  contains  the  names  of 
43,278  chemical  compounds.  As  the 
list  is  updated,  about  1,000  chemi- 
cals are  expected  to  be  added  each 
year  throughout  the  1980s. 

To  obtain  indications  of  adverse 
biological  effects,  each  chemical  until 
now  had  to  be  tested  individually  on 
laboratory  animals,  mostly  mice, 
over  periods  of  up  to  three  years  at  a 
cost  of  about  $250,000  for  each  com- 
pound— clearly  an  impossible  task. 
Recently  developed  tests — notably 
the  Ames  Test  (named  after  its  orig- 
inator. Dr.  Bruce  N.  Ames  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  at  Berkeley)  — 
permit  assessment  of  biological  dam- 
age by  exposure  of  suspect  com- 
pounds in  microbes  in  test  tubes. 
These  tests  require  only  a  few  hours 
or  days  and  cost  only  a  very  small 
fraction  of  the  animal  tests. 

Astronomy  -  Cosmology 

New  windows  will  open  on  the 
heavens  in  the  1980s.  We  might  find 
the  ultimate  answers  about  the  cre- 
ation, evolution  and  fate  of  the  uni- 
verse. 

The  multiple-mirror  telescope  (an 
instrument  with  six  separate  viewing 
mirrors  coordinated  by  a  laser 
beam)  in  Arizona  and  the  "large 
array"  of  27  coordinated  telescopes 
in  New  Mexico  were  built  in  recent 
years  for  research  in  the  1980s. 

Most  promising  of  all  the  new  astro- 
nomical instruments  is  the  remote- 
controlled  Space  Telescope  to  be 
launched  by  the  Space  Shuttle  and 
left  in  Earth  orbit  in  the  early  1980s. 
It  may  be  able  to  see  to  the  very  edge 
of  the  observable  universe  free  from 
the  distortions  and  interferences  of 
the  Earth's  atmosphere. 

In  observations  at  these  distances, 
the  recorded  radiations  will  have 
left  their  sources  billions  of  years 
ago  when  the  universe  was  new. 
Thus,  the  telescope  may  be  able  to 
see  back  in  time  nearly  to  the  begin- 
ning of  the  universe  and  trace  its 
history. 

Energy 

The  1980s  will  be  the  beginning  of 
a  long  period  of  transition  in  energy 
supplies.  The  shift  will  be  from  in- 
creasingly scarce  and  costly  oil  and 
gas  to  abundant  coal  and  efficient 
nuclear  power.  They  are  the  only 
currently     available  technologies 


ready  to  tide  us  over  into  the  coming 
non-petroleum  world  while  giving  us 
the  massive  quantities  of  energy  we 
need  to  maintain  our  living  stan- 
dards. 

Improved  pollution  controls  for  coal 
furnaces  and  added  safety  mecha- 
nisms for  atomic  power  will  lessen  our 
anxieties  over  environmental  degra- 
dation and  radiation  hazards.  By  the 
year  2000  we  can  expect  other  tech- 
nologies such  as  synthetic  fuels, 
liquefied  coal,  solar  power,  biomass, 
fusion,  fuel  cells,  oil  shale,  ocean 
thermogradient  or  magnetohydrody- 
namics  now  undergoing  research  to 
be  sufficiently  advanced  to  provide 
major  portions  of  our  expanding 
energy  needs. 

In  the  meantime,  conservation, 
contrary  to  popular  belief,  does  not 
necessarily  mean  restricting  travel 
or  arguing  about  who  forgot  to 
turn  off  the  family  room  lights.  Sub- 
stantial fuel  savings  are  possible  and 
will  be  obtained  in  the  1980s  through 
development  of  machines  performing 
as  well  or  better  than  present  ones 
on  substantially  less  energy. 

Earth  Sciences 

Just  as  no  hurricane  has  struck  the 
U.S.  East  Coast  in  recent  years  with- 
out at  least  several  days'  advance 
warnings  by  storm  forecasters,  so  by 
the  end  of  the  1980s  there  will  occur 
no  major  weather  changes  anywhere 
in  the  United  States  without  a  fore- 
cast of  the  change  well  ahead  of  the 
event. 


Ingenious  ways  to  grow,  harvest  and 
process  foodstuffs  will  be  developed 
in  order  to  feed  the  world's 
burgeoning  population. 


With  satellites  and  other  electronic 
and  photographic  observation  tech- 
niques and  with  the  help  of  powerful 
computers  for  collecting  and  quick- 
ly processing  the  huge  quantities  of 
incoming  observations,  accurate,  re- 
liable detailed  weather  forecasts  will 
become  routine  for  each  day  up  to 
three  weeks  in  advance. 

Similarly,  with  new  understandings 
about  the  dynamics  of  the  Earth's 
interior  (such  as  the  concept  of 
plate  tectonics  which  explains  the 
movements  of  continents  away  from 
each  other  on  huge  slabs  or  plates) , 
scientists  are  learning  to  prepare  pre- 
dictions of  the  date,  place  and  sever- 
ity of  earthquakes,  tidal  waves,  vol- 
canic eruptions  and  other  geological 
disasters. 

Food -Agriculture 

The  mechanization  of  the  farm 
dominated  the  American  agricultural 
scene  during  most  of  this  century  and 
changed  the  nation's  social  landscape 
as  laborers  no  longer  needed  on  the 
farms  migrated  to  the  cities.  Motor-

ized  equipment,  chemical  fertilizers 
and  insecticides,  and  scientific  plant 
breeding  and  cultivation  helped 
make  American  farms  the  most  pro- 
ductive in  the  world. 

In  the  1980s,  agricultural  technol- 
ogy may  begin  to  move  in  a  different 
direction.  Agricultural  scientists  will 
introduce  new  varieties  of  crops 
which  produce  their  own  fertilizer 
from  nitrogen  extracted  from  the  air. 
Some  of  these  varieties  may  require 
no  insecticides  or  pesticides  because 
the  plants  are  unpalatable  to  bugs 
yet  remain  tasty  to  humans. 

Some  of  the  new  crops  are  also 
disease-resistant  and  drought-resis- 
tant and  their  leaves  grow  at  angles 
suitable  for  favorable  sun  exposure 
and  they  may  be  less  prone  to 
damage  by  wind  and  hail.  Some 
plants  are  genetically  disposed  to 
grow  less  waste  materials  and  more 
of  the  usable  plant  parts  than  con- 
ventional varieties. 

The  manufacture  of  fertilizers  re- 
quires large  amounts  of  energy.  With 
the  scarcity  and  price  increases  of 
energy  sources,  the  addition  of  chem-

The  Uttle  known  agency  that  tried  to  make 
Pittsburgh  drop  its  "h"  has  had  successes  too

Not  so  long  ago  a  group  of  fed- 
eral officials  assembled  aroixnd  a 
conference  table  in  Washington  and 
literally  made  a  movmtain  out  of  a 
mole  hill.  This  happened  at  a  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Domestic  Names 
Committee  of  the  U.S.  Board  on 
Geographic  Names  and  one  of  the 
agenda  items  was  a  request  from  the 
town  of  Mole  Hill,  West  Virginia, 
that  it  be  renamed  Mountain.  The 
Committee  considered  the  matter 
and  sanctioned  the  change. 

But  if  there  are  moments  of  light- 
ness in  BGN  proceedings,  it  is  not  a 
fun-and-games  operation.  The  Board 
is  the  arbiter  of  the  nation's  nearly 
four  million  place-names  and  of  the 
federally-accepted  version  of  the  un- 


counted millions  of  foreign  names,  in- 
cluding the  labels  pinned  on  topo- 
graphic features  on  seabeds  and  on 
extraterrestrial  bodies.  With  a  man- 
date extending  from  the  smallest 
crossroads  hamlet  to  the  far  side  of 
distant  planets,  its  decisions  affect 
legal,  political,  economic,  academic, 
and  even  military  matters. 

At  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II, 
when  the  U.S.  urgently  needed 
worldwide  maps  with  standardized 
place-names  to  forestall  confusion 
among  its  own  forces  and  between 
itself  and  its  allies — a  monimiental 
vmdertaking  complicated  by  the  re- 
quirement for  devising  ways  to  ren- 
der in  the  Roman  alphabet  such  non- 
Roman  systems  as  Japanese,  Arabic, 
Chinese  and  Russian — it  was  BGN 
that  leaped  into  the  breach. 


Remarkably,  BGN  has  achieved 
the  ultimate  state  of  grace  that  zeal- 
ots of  economy  in  government  dream 
about.  It  has  no  staff,  no  budget  and 
no  facilities  of  its  own,  at  least  in  a 
technical  sense.  It  exists  entirely  on 
no-fat-on-the-bone  handouts  from 
other  federal  agencies.  The  Board's 
operations  are  directed  by  Dr.  Rich- 
ard R.  Randall,  who  also  serves  as 
geographer  of  the  Defense  Mapping 
Agency,  assisted  by  a  staff  of  27  who 
are  carried  on  Department  of  De- 
fense and  Department  of  Interior 
rolls.  They  work  out  of  a  handful  of 
offices  scrounged  from  the  U.S.  Na- 
val Observatory  and  from  the  U.S. 
Geological  Survey. 

It  is  entirely  fitting  that  the  Board 
should  be  unique  among  government 
agencies — it  was  created  to  cope  with 
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a  unique  situation.  It  stemmed  from 
the  long-ago  day  in  1513  when  Ponce 
de  Leon  made  landfall  off  a  peninsu- 
la in  the  New  World  and  dubbed  it 
Florida,  the  oldest  geographic  name 
of  European  origin  still  in  use  in  the 
nation.  "Ponce  de  Leon  started  the 
country  off  on  a  naming  jag  that 
never  ran  out  of  steam,"  Dick  Ran- 
dall observes.  "Few  who  followed  in 
his  footsteps  were  immune  to  the 
bite  of  the  place-name  bug." 

Explorers,  settlers,  soldiers,  woods- 
men, all  showered  the  face  of  the  land 
with  whatever  geographic  labels 
struck  their  fancy. 

Take,  for  instance,  the  Spanish  ex- 
plorers in  what  would  become  Colo- 
rado, who  named  a  river  El  Rio  de 
Las  Animas  Perdidas  en  Purgatorio, 
"the  river  of  souls  lost  in  purgatory," 
because  many  of  their  party  were 
slain  there  by  Comanches.  French 
trappers  who  followed  the  Spaniards 
trxmcated  the  long,  storytelling  name 
and  gave  it  a  French  accent  by  re- 
casting it  as  Purgatoire.  English- 
speaking  settlers  altered  it  once  more, 
making  it  more  comfortable  on 
Anglo-Saxon  tongues  by  transmuting 
it  to  Picketwire. 

Or  consider  the  place  in  Massa- 
chusetts that  the  Indians  called 
•  Shamut.  When  the  white  men  ar- 
rived they  ignored  Shamut  and 
adopted  Trimoxmtain  in  its  stead, 
but  only  10  years  later  they  dropped 
Trimotmtain  and  replaced  it  with 
Boston.  To  the  south  was  a  Con- 
necticut site  that  Indians  called 
Quinnipiac  after  an  adjacent  river, 
but  Dutch  surveyors  laying  out  a 
town  there  chose  a  new  name,  Ro- 
denberghen.  When  the  English  dis- 
placed the  Dutch  they  erased  Roden- 
berghen  from  the  map,  restoring 
Quinnipiac.  A  short  time  later  they 
had  second  thoughts  and  relabeled 
the  place  New  Haven. 

After  the  westward  expansion  be- 
gan in  earnest,  place-naming  went 
from  fever  to  epidemic,  often  with 
bizarre  consequences.  Settlers  put- 
ting down  their  roots  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Licking  River  in  Ohio  christened 
the  place  Columbia  but  almost  at 
once  a  scholar  among  them  engi- 
neered a  switch  to  a  new  name  he 
coined.  His  linguistic  invention  start- 
ed with  L  for  Licking  River;  then 
added  os,  Greek  for  "mouth";  anti, 
Latin  for  "opposite";  and  ville, 
French  for  "city";  ending  up  with  Lo- 
santiville — "city  opposite  the  mouth 
of  the  Licking  River."  Two  years 
later.  General  Arthur  St.  Clair,  gov- 
ernor of  the  Northwest  Territory  and 
devoted  member  of  the  patriotic  So- 
ciety of  the  Cincinnati,  arrived  for 
an  official  inspection.  His  first  Words 


were,  "Damn  it,  Losantiville  is  a  ter- 
rible name.  Change  it  to  Cincinnati." 

If  St.  Clair  was  forthright,  Archi- 
bald Yell  was  devious.  Yell,  running 
for  Congress  from  Shawneetown, 
Arkansas,  was  being  pressed  by  a  lo- 
cal rival  for  the  same  seat.  Theoriz- 
ing that  if  he  could  get  Shawnee- 
town to  rename  itself  for  him  the 
resulting  publicity  would  translate 
into  votes.  Yell  slipped  $50  to 
some  go-betweens  to  promote  the 
switch.  The  ploy  worked  and  Shaw- 
neetown became  Yellsville.  It  would 
be  nice  to  say  that  tainted  politics 
never  succeed,  but  the  truth  is  that 
Archibald  Yell  of  Yellsville  went  to 
the  nation's  capital. 

Slowly  it  began  to  dawn  on  gov- 
ernment officials  that  the  nation's 
haphazard,  free-wheeling  approach  to 
place-naming  was  tripping  it  up.  So

many  places  had  dubbed  themselves 
Lafayette  to  honor  the  Revolutionary 
hero  that  mail,  goods  and  travelers 
were  forever  ending  up  in  the  wrong 
one.  Ensnared  in  the  tangle,  harried 
postar authorities  cried  out,  "Enough! 
No  more  Lafayettes!"  This  was  a 
challenge  many  could  not  resist — 
there  was  an  outpouring  of  such  vari- 
ants as  Lafayette  Hill,  Lafayette 
Springs,  Fayette,  Fayette  City  and 
Fayetteville. 

Even  if  the  Frenchman  had  stayed 
home  there  still  would  have  been 
plenty  of  thorns  in  the  thicket  of 
American  place-names.  There  were 
scores  of  Washingtons,  Franklins, 
Manchesters,  Newports,  Alexandrias. 
Fifty  places  were  named  Cedar.  Sev- 
enty-five were  named  Summit  and  20 
states  had  more  than  one  Summit 
within  their  borders.  Indiana  had  two 
towns  named  Scipio  only  50  miles 
from  one  another.  Mount  Tabor, 
North  Carolina,  and  Moimt  Tabor, 
South  Carolina,  were  confused  with 
one  another  so  consistently  that  in 
desperation  the  South  Carolinians 
dropped  their  Motmt  and  turned 
their  Tabor  backwards  to  become 
Robat. 

To  make  a  bad  situation  worse, 
nimierous  places  went  by  several 
different  names  simultaneously.  To 
begin  with,  a  town  would  have  the 


title  adopted  for  it  by  its  municipal 
authorities  but  its  post  office  might, 
and  frequently  did,  bear  a  quite  dif- 
ferent designation  assigned  by  postal 
officials.  Meanwhile,  its  railroad  sta- 
tion often  bore  yet  another  name  be- 
stowed by  the  railroad  serving  the 
town,  and,  if  there  were  a  local  mili- 
tary post  or  lighthouse,  the  depart- 
ments responsible  for  them  might 
list  their  locations  by  place-names 
imique  to  them  alone.  Finally,  if  the 
community  served  as  a  county  seat, 
the  county  authorities  often  had  their 
own  designation  for  the  place,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  West  Virginia  town 
that  county  officials  insisted  was 
Raleigh  Court  House,  while  the  city 
fathers  were  adamant  in  proclaiming 
that  it  was  Beckley. 

Alarmed  by  the  topsy-turvy  situa- 
tion. President  Benjamin  Harrison 
issued  an  executive  directive  in  1890 
creating  the  U.S.  Board  of  Geo- 
graphic Names  to  bring  order  out  of 
the  chaos.  It  was  that  directive  that 
established  the  Board's  unique  posi- 
tion as  Washington  bureaucracy's 
scrounger,  because  in  it  Harrison 
specified  that  BGN  "shall  entail  no 
expense  on  the  Government."  He  ap- 
pointed 10  members  to  the  Board 
from  other  federal  departments,  in- 
structing the  parent  bodies  to  con- 
tinue their  salaries.  He  had  not,  of 
course,  invented  a  way  of  creating  a 
cost-free  agency,  but  by  having 
others  foot  the  bill  he  played  a  bud- 
getary shell-game  that  produced  that 
illusion. 

In  its  first  year,  BGN  tackled  two 
different  tasks.  First,  it  devised  a  set 
of  principles  for  the  form  and  spell- 
ing of  place-names.  Second,  it  con- 
sidered 2,000  cases  in  which  places 
were  identified  by  more  than  one 
name  and  decided  which  was  the 
proper  designation. 

The  decision  was  usually  accepted 
calmly  enough  because  BGN  tried,

A  close  up  look  at  some  gridiron 
professors  who  won't  wear  out 


Dan  Devine  of  Notre  Dame  is  one  of 
college  football's  greats. 


Joe  Paterno  of  Penn  State  has  been 
a  perennial  victor  for  30  years.

In  college  football,  no  head  coach  is 
better  than  his  last  victory;  his  head 
is  always  on  somebody's  chopping 
block.  In  the  1940's,  the  late  Clark 
Shaughnessy  said,  "Anyone  who  lasts 
30  years  in  this  business  is  a  magi- 
cian." Shaughnessy,  who  survived 
critics  and  firing  parties  for  31  sea- 
sons while  teaching  the  game  at  Tu- 
lane,  Loyola,  Chicago  U.,  Stanford, 
Maryland  and  Pittsburgh,  added 
this  memorable  line: 

"The  trick  is  not  to  buy  a  house  or 
lot,  but  only  unpack  your  shirts  and 
playbook — you'll  be  moving  soon." 

Today,  however,  a  few  stout  men 
have  beaten  the  odds. 

National  Collegiate  Athletic  As- 
sociation surveys  show  that  modem

coaches  keep  their  jobs  an  average 
of  six  years,  but  scattered  about  the 
country  are  a  few  tough,  wearproof 
veterans  who  have  withstood  the  mul- 
tiple pressures  of  producing  a  winner 
and  continue  after  three  or  more  de- 
cades to  rank  among  the  most  suc- 
cessful of  gridiron  professors. 

Not  many  of  the  "super-durables" 
are  left  on  the  scene.  Surviving  the 
brickbats  of  student  fans,  alumni  and 
the  media  over  a  long-haul — through 
bad  campaigns  and  good — they  defy 
the  idea  that  youth  must  be  served. 

Joe  Patemo  of  Penn  State  Univer- 
sity is  a  leading  example.  "Little 
Joe,"  short,  slim,  bespectacled  and 
frail  looking  alongside  his  hulking 
players,  seems  unlikely  to  have  such 
endurance.  Yet  he  has  sat  on  benches 
for  30  years  and  his  mental  zip  and 


physical  spryness  improve  with  age. 

Paterno,  who  is  53  years  old,  be- 
gan as  Penn  State's  backfield  coach 
in  1951;  since  1966  he  has  been  the 
big  boss.  Three  times— in  1968,  1969 
and  1973 — he  has  put  together  that 
rarity,  an  unbeaten  team.  This  win- 
ter his  Nittany  Lions  again  are 
among  the  East's  best.  Little  Joe's 
winning  percentage  of  .829  (as  of 
press  time)  is  the  highest  in  the  U.S. 
among  major  schools.  His  record 
leads  sportswriters  to  say,  "He  may 
be  small  and,  in  his  horn-rimmed 
glasses,  remind  you  of  a  librarian, 
but  Joe  is  the  Omar  Bradley  of  foot- 
ball." 

What  is  his  longevity  secret? 

"Well,  I'm  rather  relaxed  about 
my  line  of  work,"  said  Patemo.  "I 
don't  share  the  general  conviction 


that  being  the  top  dog  is  everything. 
One  shouldn't  take  the  sport  that 
seriously.  It's  recreation,  so  enjoy  it." 

Others  in  the  field  punish  their 
health  with  a  grim,  slavish  approach, 
but  Little  Joe  thinks  ahead  and  is  an 
energy  saver.  While  plotting  game 
plans  at  home  in  his  study,  he  listens 
to  the  music  of  Puccini  and  Verdi 
and  hums  along.  He  also  counters 
strain  by  taking  long  "nature"  walks 
in  the  Pennsylvania  countryside. 
Most  big-time  coaches  stay  up  half 
the  night  staring  at  movie  film  of 
opponents,  but  Paterno  devotes  a 
minimum  number  of  hours  to  this.  He 
has  a  degree  in  English  literature, 
reads  the  classics  and  has  learned 
from  the  philosophers  how  to  pace 
himself.

A  father's  perseverance  nets  an  unusual 
father-son  reunion  in  a  railway  tunnel

There  were  memorable  events  in 
the  first  third  of  1945;  The  Yalta 
Conference  met  in  Crimea,  U.S.S.R. 
February  3-11.  Roosevelt,  Churchill 
and  Stalin  agreed  Russia  would  en- 
ter the  war  against  Japan. 

President  Roosevelt  died  of  a 
..cerebral  hemorrhage  in  Warm 
Springs,  Georgia  on  April  12. 

Mussolini,  caught  by  Partisans 
near  Dongo,  Italy,  attempting  to 
flee  to  Switzerland,  was  executed  on 
April  28. 


hosijital  troop  train  had  left  Boston 
early  Thursday  morning,  April  19th. 
Its  destination  would  be  an  Army 
hospital  in  the  South. 

The  train  was  equipped  with  for- 
ward coaches  having  seats  like  com- 
muter trains,  while  the  coaches  to 
the  rear  were  equipped  to  accommo- 
date stretcher  cases. 

Lloyd  and  I  were  seated  in  one  of 
the  forward  coaches.  As  our  train  be- 
gan to  slow  down,  he  turned  and  said 
to  me,  "I'll  bet  you  four  bits  that  our 
coach  goes  beyond  the  platform  and 
into  the  tunnel." 


many's  Saar  Valley  was  indeed  beau- 
tiful. 

Our  platoon  was  going  to  take  a 
walk  in  the  snow.  We  moved  out  and 
reached  the  middle  of  the  first  field. 
It  was  too  quiet.  The  only  thing  we 
could  hear  was  the  crunching  snow 
under  our  feet  as  we  advanced  toward 
the  hill. 

Then  it  happened:  all  hell  broke 
loose.  A  German  spotter  noticed  our 
movement  across  the  open  field.  He 
radioed  his  heavy  weapons  crew.  We 
were  bombarded  by  mortar  and 
88mm  shells. 


Hitler  committed  suicide  in  a 
ruined  chancery  bunker  in  Berlin  on 
April  30  with  wife  Eva  Braun.  Goeb- 
bels  and  his  wife  poisoned  their  chil- 
dren and  then  committed  suicide. 

Still  another  event  occurred  in 
April.  It  wasn't  recorded  in  history, 
but  this  special  event  is  an  impor- 
tant part  of  a  true  story  about  a 
soldier  returning  home  from  WWII. 

The  conductor  finally  received  clear- 
ance and  our  train  slowly  rumbled 
into  Penn  Station.  There  were  many 
commuter  trains  passing  through 
Penn  Station,  but  this  one  was  dif- 
ferent. It  was  a  long  white  train  with 
red  crosses  painted  on  its  sides.  This 


I  lost  that  bet  and  missed  a  last 
glimpse  of  the  passenger  platform  as 
our  section  of  the  train  rolled  into 
the  tunnel. 

A  sudden  quiet  settled  over  our 
coach  and  as  I  stared  out  the  window 
looking  at  the  blackness  of  the  tun- 
nel wall,  my  thoughts  took  me 
back .... 

A  shrill  whistle  broke  the  silence  of 
the  brisk  morning  air.  It  was  0700 
hours  on  the  morning  of  December 
15,  1944.  Lieutenant  Hall  barked  out 
the  order,  "Let's  hit  it— we're  moving 
out;  check  your  weapons  and  don't 
bunch  up." 

New  snow  had  fallen  during  the 
night  and  the  farm  country  of  Ger- 


We  quickened  our  pace  and  head- 
ed for  the  only  protection  we  had — 
the  base  of  that  hill.  It  seemed  like 
an  eternity  but  finally  we  reached 
our  objective  and  dropped  from  ex- 
haustion. 

Lying  there  catching  my  breath 
and  waiting  for  the  next  order  from 
the  lieutenant,  I  turned  to  catch  a 
glimpse  of  that  beautiful  field  of 
white.  It  was  white  no  more.  It  had 
been  literally  blown  apart,  blotched 
with  black  dirt  where  shells  had  hit. 

Not  everyone  in  the  platoon  had 
reached  the  safety  of  the  hill.  That 
day  was  the  last  day  six:  of  our  pla- 
toon ever  walked  in  the  snow. 

As  for  the  rest  of  us,  ^ive  were  not 
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aware  that  when  we  crossed  that 
Mrm  road  we  were  the  first  outfit  in 
the  sector  to  have  crossed  the  border 
from  J^aiice  into  Germany.  Yes,  a 
platoon  of  the  First  Battalion,  346th 
Infantry  Regiment  87th  Division 
had  achieved  a  special  milestone.  To 
us,  it  was  just  a  hill  to  conquer. 

Lieutenant  Hall  barked  out  the  or- 
ders, "Lynch  and  Rowe,  take  the  ma- 
chine gun  to  the  ridge  of  the  hill  and 
dig  in.  We'll  be  giving  support  fire 
to  Company  C."  We  knew  that  Rifle 
Co.  C  was  moving  out  on  the  left 
side  of  the  hill,  advancing  on  the 
enemy  located  in  the  woods. 

Lynch  and  I  reached  the  top  of  the 
hill  and  began  to  dig  in  the  machine 
gun  emplacement.  The  snow  and 
frozen  ground  made  the  task  tedious 
as  we  lay  on  the  ground  and  tried  to 
dig  in  with  combat  shovels.  To  make 
matters  worse,  the  enemy  spotted  us 
and  opened  up  with  machine  gun  fire 
to  pin  us  down. 

Finally  Sgt.  Cawley  and  two  am- 
mo bearers.  Franklin  and  Smith, 
crawled  to  our  position  to  help. 

The  Germans  noticed  this  activity 
on  the  hill  and  lobbed  in  some  mor- 
tar shells.  Franklin  was  lying  along- 
side me  as  we  were  being  bombarded. 
The  concussion  actually  lifted  us  off 
the  ground.  Sarge  then  yelled  "Let's 
get  the  hell  out  of  here." 

I  nudged  Franklin  and  he  rolled 
over.  A  trickle  of  blood  was  running 
down  his  face.  He  had  been  hit.  A 
piece  of  shrapnel  had  penetrated  his 
helmet  and  helmet  liner.  He  never 
knew  what  hit  him. 

As  we  crawled  down  the  hill  a  shell 
hit  close  to  us.  I  was  cut  on  the  hand 
and  Sarge  was  hit  above  the  knee 
with  shrapnel.  Lynch  and  Smith 
made  it  back  safely. 

We  finally  reached  the  base  of  the 
hill  arid  took  cover  in  the  two-man 
foxholes  some  of  the  other  platoon 
members  had  dug. 

My  feet  and  legs  were  becoming 
numb  from  the  freezing  temperatures 
and  deplorable  conditions  of  the  past 
three  days.  Trying  to  dig  a  two-rrian 
foxhole  in  the  Saar  Valley  was  a 
task  in  itself.  We  were  using  G.I.  issue 
shovels  and  after  digging  down  about 
three  feet^  we  struck  water.  During 
the  night  we  sat  face  to  face  on  small 
ledges,  taking  turns  bailing  out  the 
water.  Exhaustion  finally  took  over. 
As  we  slept,  our  feet  were  in  water 
most  of  the  time. 

It  was  just  five  days  ago  that  we 
were  issued  an  extra  pair  of  socks. 
The  thought  ran  through  my  mind, 
"Why  an  extra  pair  of  socks?"  After 
the  first  day  I  knew  why.  You  wore 
one  pair  and  dried  the  other  by 
hanging  them  over  your  belt.  There 


were  many  eases  of  frozen  feet  dur- 
ing that  severe  winter  of  1944. 

The  Germans  were  still  zeroing;  in 
on  our  position  at  the  base  of  the 
hill.  Thank  God  for  this  foxhole  I  now 
shared  with  our  first-aid  man,  Sam- 
uels, from  Brooklyn,  NY. 

Sarge  had  crawled  into  a  foxhole 
about  20  yards  from  us.  His  leg  was 
bleeding  again.  He  called  for  Sam- 
uels to  bring  his  first-aid  kit.  I 
thought  we  could  both  help  him.  As 
we  left  the  cover  of  our  foxhole,  a 
shell  hit.  Samuels  was  thrown  on  top 
of  me.  He  rolled  over  and  slumped 
back  into  the  foxhole  we  had  just 
left.  One  look  told  me  he  was  gone, 
so  I  grabbed  the  first-aid  kit  and 
crawled  to  Sarge's  foxhole.  Sarge  and 
I  got' his  leg  bandaged  and  we  sat 
facing,  each"  other  wondering  when 
the  enemy  would  cease  their  unre- 
lenting shelling  of  our  area.  After 
20  minutes  things  quieted  down. 
Sarge  looked  at  me  and  said  "I  dan't 
make  it  on  one  leg.  I'll  need  sorne 
help  to  get  back  to  the  road."  ^  I 
looked  up  and  said  "My  ^eet  and  legs 
are  numb.  Maybe  we  could  help 
each  other." 

Our  lieutenant  ordered  the  platoon 
to  move  out  in  order  to  gain  a  better 
position  in  which  to  back  up  Com- 
pany C. 

Sarge  and  I  were  left  behind  with 
orders  to  try  our  best  to  make  it  back 
to;  the  farm  road  we  had  crossed 
eairlier  that  morning. 

We  helped  each  other,  dragging 
ourselves  about  100  yards  across  the 
field  to  a  ditch  alongside  the  road. 
We  lay  there  completely  exhausted. 
About  an  hour  passed  and  luckily  for 
us  a  corpsman  came  by  in  a  jeep. 
After  reba.hdaging  Sarge's  leg,  we 
were  helped  to  the  jeep  and  taken  to 
the  town  of  Nancy,  across  the  border 
in  France,  wbere  a  battalion  aid  sta- 
tion was  set  up.  This  was  the  last 
time  Sarge  and  I  were  together.  They 
took  Sarge  into  immediate  surgery. 

Two  first-aid  men  carried  me  to  the 
aid  station,  unlaced  my  combat  boots 
and  tried  to  remove  them.  No  luck! 
The  aide  had  to  cut  the  boots  off 
my  feet  which  were  so  swollen  they 
were  actually  twisted  out  of  shape. 
My  walking  days  were  temporarily 
over.  I  was  placed  on  a  stretcher  and 
waited  my  turn  for  an  ambulance 
ride  to  a  hospital  near  Paris. 

My  hospital  stay  lasted  two  days. 
I  was  then  taken  to  an  airstrip  and 
flown  across  the  English  Channel. 

Arriving  in  England  Dec.  20th,  I 
was  taken  by  ambulance  to  a  station 
hospital  just  north  of  Southampton. 
This  hospital  was  comprised  of  tents 
and  barracks.  I  was  placed  in  one  of 
the  tents  for  about  a  month.  As  room 


became  available,  some  of  the  wound- 
ed were  moved  into  the  barracks. 

By  March,  sonie  of  us  were  -takr-' 
ing  short  walks  outside  the  barracks. 
One  had  the  feeling  of  learning  how 
to  walk  all  over  again. 

On  March  29th  we  packed  and  left 
the  hospital,  boarded  ship  and  began 
our  voyage  across  the  Atlantic. 

We  disembarked  at  Boston  and 
took  a  train  to  Camp  Miles  Standish, 
Mass.  We  stayed  there  about  six  days 
for  processing  of  clothing  and  equip- 
ment. 

It  was  Monday  afternoon,  April 
16th,  and  some  of  the  fellows  were 
seated  on  a  bunk  playing  cards.  I 
had  just  finished  writing  a  letter  to 
my  wife. 

A  lieutenant  came  in  and  called 
us  to  attention.  He  then  told  us  we 
would  be  leaving  on  Thursday  by 
train  bound  for  a  hospital  in  the 
South. 

Monday  evening  Lloyd  and  I  took 
a  walk  to  the  PX.  I  left  Lloyd  and 
placed  a  call  to  my  wife  Helen  who 
was  living  with  my  folks  on  Long 
Island.  As  soon  as  I  heard  her  say 
"Hello,"  I  said,  "Happy  Anniversary, 
Hon." 

It  was  our  first  wedding  anniver- 
sary. It  was  the  first  time  we  had 
talked  to  each  other  in  10  months. 
Near  the  end  of  our  conversation  I 
told  my  wife,  "We  will  be  leaving 
here  this  Thursday  morning.  I'll 
write  you  when  we  arrive  at  our  des- 
tination in  the  South."  I  said  hello 
to  my  folks  and  then  Helen  and  I 
said  our  good-byes. 

Our  train  left  Boston  Thursday 
morning.  To  the  south  was  New  York 
City  and  Long  Island.  I  had  the  feel-

ing  of  being  close  to  home,  if  only  for 
a  little  while. 

We  slowed  to  a  stop  at  Hellgate. 
After  switching  tracks,  our  train  was 
headed  for  Penn  Station.  If  we 
stopped  at  the  platform,  maybe  a 
fellow  could  step  out  for  a  few  min- 
utes. That  was  not  meant  to  be.  I  was 
now  sitting  and  gazing  out  the  win- 
dow of  our  coach  at  the  blackness  of 
the  tunnel  wall.  The  station  platform 
seemed  very  far  away  .... 

On  that  same  Thursday  morning, 
my  Dad  caught  his  6:30  A.M.  com- 
muter train  from  Long  Island  to 
New  York  City.

The 
first  segment  of  a  study  on  the  adjustment 
of  Vietnam-era  veterans  to  civilian  life 
indicates  that  men  who  fought  in  Vietnam 
seem  more  likely  to  have  social  and  psy- 
chological problems  than  those  who  were 
in  service  but  did  not  go  to  Vietnam  .  .  .

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This  Is  The  Year  of  The  Tax  Cut. 

It's  a  good  old  American  tradition  that  Congress 
turns  to  cutting  taxes  during  the  Presidential  election 
year,  and  the  outlook  is  bright  for  continuation  in  1980. 

Even  so,  the  usual  controversy  over  what  and  how  to 
cut  the  levies  is  sharper,  louder  and  more  confusing  this 
year.  One  bloc  of  legislators  is  demanding  a  huge  reduc- 
tion in  federal  taxes  as  a  countermeasure  to  recession; 
opponents  charge  that  a  deep  cut  will  give  new  impetus 
to  inflation. 

In  both  the  Senate  and  the  House,  there  are  those 
who  want  tax  cuts  to  benefit  mainly  the  low-income 
taxpayer,  and  those  who  deem  it  best  for  the  overall 
national  interest  to  provide  tax  incentives  to  business.  It 
seems  that  just  about  every  one  on  Capitol  Hill  wants 
to  roll  back  Social  Security  taxes,  but  can't  agree  on 
how  to  do  it. 

Our  Health  Imperiled  by  Waste  Disposal. 

Hazardous  waste  disposal  is  one  of  the  most  serious 
environmental  problems  faced  by  our  nation.  That's 
the  conclusion  of  a  Congressional  subcommittee  which 
undertook  an  intensive  investigation  of  the  threat. 

Evidence  presented  indicates  that  people  living  near 
disposal  sites,  many  of  them  undetected  or  untraced, 
may  face  not  only  immediate  adverse  health  effects,  but 
the  potential  for  higher  risk  of  disease  in  the  future,  ac- 
cording to  Subcommittee  Chairman  Bob  Eckhardt  (D- 
TX).  Millions  of  Americans  are  exposed  to  toxic  ma- 
terials leaking  from  these  sites. 

Only  10  percent  of  the  estimated  77  billion  pounds  of 
dangerous  waste  generated  each  year  is  disposed  of  in 
an  environmentally  sound  manner,  and  some  30,000  per- 
ilous sites  are  known  to  exist.  The  subcommittee  found 
that  the  United  States  lacks  an  adequate  program  to 
determine  the  sites,  to  clean  them  up  and  to  provide 
safe  disposal  facilities.  It  blames  the  Environmental  Pro- 
tection Agency,  industry  and  Congress  for  failing  to 
meet  the  challenge. 

Gov't.  Says :  Paperwork  Is  Down ! 

Administration  officials  claim  they  are  reducing  the 
amount  of  paperwork  and  red  tape  in  government  by 
about  14  percent.  Says  James  T.  Mclntyre,  Director  of 
the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (0MB),  the 
agency  which  is  in  charge  of  reducing  the  bureaucracy: 
"The  amount  of  time  the  public  spends  filling  out  fed- 
eral forms  has  been  reduced  by  more  than  125  million 
hours  per  year." 

An  OMB  report  maintains  that  out  of  520  recom- 
mendations made  to  federal  agencies  on  how  to  stream- 
line government,  269  are  in  effect,  171  are  being  worked 
on  and  80  have  been  rejected. 

However,  according  to  Warren  Buhler,  former  staff 
director  of  the  now  defunct  Commission  on  Federal 
Paperwork,  roughly  "80  to  100  million  more  hours  of 
paperwork  could  be  added  to  the  government  burden 
over  the  next  two  years,"  thanks  to  new  environmental 
and  energy-related  programs.

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Landmark  Decision 


Legion  Case  Persuades  V^: 
A-Bomb  Tests  Cause  Cancer 


The  American  Legion,  represent- 
ing a  veteran  suffering  from  cancer, 
has  persuaded  the  Veterans  Adminis- 
tration to  admit  the  man's  disease 
was  caused  by  his  exposure  to  ioniz- 
ing radiation  during  atomic  tests  in 
the  1950s. 

The  decision  by  the  Board  of  Vet- 
erans Appeals  acknowledges  that  for- 
mer Army  sergeant  Orville  E.  Kelly, 
a  member  of  Burlington,  lA  Post  52, 
contracted  lymphatic  cancer  in  1973 
as  a  result  of  his  exposure  to  20 
atomic  explosions  detonated  while 
he  was  stationed  at  the  Pacific  Prov- 
ing Grounds,  Eniwetok  Atoll,  Mar- 
shall Islands. 

By  virtue  of  the  VA  decision  grant- 
ing service  connection,  Kelly  will 
be  entitled  to  full  compensation  and 
medical  benefits. 

Kelly's  case  to  the  VA  spanned  a 
six-year  period  during  which  Legion 
representatives  at  the  department 
and  national  levels  pressed  his  claim. 

R.  E.  Lyngh,  Director  of  the  Le- 
gion's National  Veterans  Affairs  and 
Rehabilitation  Commission,  described 
it  as  a  landmark  decision  because  it 
may  allow  for  successful  claims  by 
many  ex-servicemen  who  became  ill 
years  after  their  exposure  to  radi- 
ation. 

Lyngh  said  that  although  the 
VA's  rules  and  regulations  provide 
that  one  case  is  not  a  precedent,  "the 
fact  remains  that  once  we  win  a 
case  like  this,  we  will  use  it  in  other 
cases,  whether  they  say  we  can  or 
not." 

Kelly,  who  has  written  a  book 
about  his  experiences  as  a  cancer 
patient  and  is  founder  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Atomic  Veterans,  estimates 
at  least  250,000  men  were  exposed 
to  the  tests  that  resulted  in  his  can- 
cer. Several  other  radiation  exposure 
cases  are  presently  being  represented 
by  the  Legion  before  the  Board  of 
Veterans  Appeals  according  to  John 
Sommer,  the  Legion's  Chief  of 
Claims  Service. 

Prior  to  the  Kelly  decision,  the 
VA  had  consistently  denied  service 
connection  on  the  grounds  that  con- 
clusive proof  was  lacking.  This  de- 
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nial  was  supported  by  opinions  from 
various  authorities  on  ionizing  radia- 
tion and  its  consequences  to  human 
exposure. 

The  Legion's  Senior  Medical  Con- 
sultant, Dr.  Irving  B.  Brick,  submit- 
ted a  detailed  medical  statement  in 
support  of  Kelly's  claim. 

In  describing  the  six-year  fight, 
Lyngh  said,  "It  is  the  most  outra- 
geous example  of  a  government  re- 
fusing to  accept  responsibility  for  its 
own  actions  I've  ever  seen."

American  Flag  is 
Symbol  of  Unity 

"One  way  we  can  show  we  are  be- 
hind our  President  and  nation  in 
this  hour  of  crisis  is  to  fly  our  Amer- 
ican flags  daily  to  show  the  world  we 
are  a  unified  nation,"  said  National 
Cdr.  Frank  I.  Hamilton  recently. 

Hamilton's  call  came  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  a  Minnesota  mother  of 
eight  who  began  a  one-woman  cam- 
paign to  get  American  flags  flown  all 
over  the  United  States  as  a  symbol 
of  unity. 

By  displaying  their  flags,  Hamil- 
ton noted  Americans  will  quietly — 
yet  powerfully — reaffirm  their  faith 
in  this  country  during  these  times  of 
crisis. 

Mrs.  Mary  MacRae  said  she  had 
called  the  three  major  networks  with 
her  idea,  and  they  suggested  she  get 
in  touch  with  a  patriotic  organiza- 
tion. 

'That's  why  I  called  the  American 
Legion  Headquarters  in  Indianapo- 
lis," she  said.

National  Cdr.  Frank  I.  Hamilton 
has  urged  Legionnaires  in  every  com- 
munity with  a  Comprehensive  Em- 
ployment and  Training  Act  (CETA) 
planning  council  to  make  sure  there 
is  someone  "who  truly  represents  the 
veterans  in  the  community  and  is 
answerable  to  a  bona  fide  veterans 
organization"  serving  on  that  council. 

Noting  that  the  law  now  requires 
veterans  organization  representation 
on  the  CETA  councils,  Hamilton 
added,  "In  the  foreseeable  future. 
Federally-funded  job  training  and 
employment  programs,  in  spite  of 
widely  publicized  difficulties  and 
defects,  will  be  under  CETA,  with 
programs  tailored  to  the  community. 

"So  far,  veterans  have  never  par- 
ticipated in  CETA  job  training  or  in 
public  service  employment  on  the 
same  scale  as  in  pre-CETA  programs, 
nor  have  they  reached  the  goal  of  35 
percent  participation  sought  by  the 
President." 

To  get  the  job  done,  Hamilton 
further  noted,  "The  Veterans  Em- 
ployment Service  (VES)  of  the  U.S. 


Department  of  Labor  is  ready  to 
assist  in  helping  veterans  organiza- 
tions assure  representation  of  veter- 
ans in  these  councils.  VES  will  also 
work  with  CETA  prime  sponsors  to 
promote  veteran  participation. 

"I  hope  all  of  you  will  make  every 
effort  to  ensure  veterans  representa- 
tion on  these  councils  so  that  veterans 
will  receive  a  proportionate  share  of 
job  and  job-training  opportunities 
under  CETA."

Q.  Will  the  Veterans  Administration 
make  sure  that  a  home  bought  by  a 
veteran  with  a  VA  guaranteed  loan  is 
free  from  defects? 

A.  VA  does  not  have  the  legal  author- 
ity to  guarantee  that  a  home  is  free 
from  defects.  The  government  guaran- 
tees the  loan,  but  it  cannot,  under  the 
law,  guarantee  the  house. 

Q.  As  a  disabled  Vietnam  veteran, 
what  are  my  chances  of  employment 
with  the  federal  government? 

A.  The  United  States  has  a  policy  of 
promoting  maximum  job  opportunities 
within  the  federal  government  for  qual- 
ified disabled  veterans.  Veterans  may 
inquire  at  any  Veterans  Administration 
Office,  but  more  specific  information 
may  be  obtained  by  contacting  the  Fed- 
eral Job  Information  Centers  of  the 
U.S.  Office  of  Personnel  Management. 

Q.  I  was  disabled  as  a  result  of  ser- 
vice during  the  Vietnam  War  and  con- 
valescence required  a  number  of  years. 
Now  I  understand  I  am  ineligible  for 
full  educational  entitlement  under  the 
GI  Bill  because  of  the  10-year  delimit- 
ing date.  Is  this  true? 

A.  No.  If  your  disabilities  were  severe 
enough  to  prevent  you  from  attending 
school  during  the  10  years  following 
your  discharge  you  may  be  granted  an 
extension  of  your  delimiting  date.  Con- 
tact your  nearest  VA  office  for  as' 
sistance. 

Q.  I  let  my  VA  National  Service  Life 
Insurance  policy  lapse  last  year.  What 
can  I  do  to  reinstate  it? 

A.  Lapsed  NSLl  term  insurance  can 
be  reinstated  within  five  years  by  meet- 
ing the  health  and  monetary  require- 
ments. You  will  need  a  physical  exam- 
ination and,  upon  making  application, 
you  must  pay  two  monthly  premiums, 
one  for  the  month  of  lapse  and  one  for 
the  month  of  reinstatement. 

Q.  My  husband  was  receiving  com- 
pensation for  total  disability  for  10 
years  before  he  died  of  a  non-service 
connected  disability.  I  married  him  20 
months  before  he  died  and  we  had  one 
child.  Can  I  receive  VA  compensation? 

A.  A  wife  of  less  than  two  years  is 
not  eligible  for  Dependency  and  In- 
demnity Compensation,  but  the  child  is. 
She  can,  however,  file  for  non-service 
connected  pension.

ical  fertilizer  adds  substantially  to 
the  price  of  farm  products.  Insecti- 
cides frequently  leave  poisonous  resi- 
dues on  food  crops  and  also  seep 
into  the  ground  and  from  there  into 
streams  and  lakes  where  they  pollute 
the  water  and  endanger  aquatic  life. 
The  new  varieties  of  plants,  if  they 
prove  successful,  could  open  a  new 
era  in  agriculture.

How  the  human  cell  works  in 
health  and  in  disease  will  become  the 
most  talked-about  and  most  produc- 
tive medical-biological  research  field 
in  the  1980s. 

These  investigations  into  the  in- 
nermost recesses  of  the  cell — the  ba- 
sic structural  imit  of  all  living  entities 
— ^have  only  recently  become  possible 
through  the  development  of  new  re- 
search instruments  and  techniques. 
The  field  is  known  as  "cell  biology" 
or  "molecular  biology,"  terms  which 
promise  to  become  household  words 
before  the  end  of  the  1980s. 

Many  diseases,  including  cancer, 
are  essentially  disturbances  in  or 
malfunctions  of  cells.  This  research 
can  be  expected  to  show  us  in  the 
next  several  years  exactly  what  goes 
wrong  inside  a  cell  to  make  it  malig- 
nant or  otherwise  ill. 

Once  we  know  this  we  can  perhaps 
keep  it  from  happening  or  retard  its 
occurrence  or  find  and  remove  the 
offending  cell  before  its  aberrant  off- 
spring multiply  and  spread. 

Related  research  in  immunology 
based  on  techniques  which  helped 
us  successfully  curtail  infectious  dis- 
eases has  already  given  us  a  better 
understanding  of  how  cells  defend 
themselves  against  invading  disease 
agents.  In  the  1980s  we  will  learn  how 
we  can  mobilize  this  defense  system 
against  blood  vessel  diseases,  can- 
cers and  numerous  other  diseases 
which  for  yet-imknown  reasons  man- 
age to  circumvent  these  immxmologi- 
cal  mechanisms. 

Genetic  research  will  pinpoint  in 
the  1980s  the  precise  locations  in  the 
cell  where  inherited  diseases  and 
other  aberrations  have  their  source. 
By  the  end  of  the  decade  or  early  in 
the  1990s  we  will  have  learned  how 
to  correct  or  replace  defective  genes 
through  "genetic  surgery"  or  by  in- 
sertion of  a  healthy  gene  via  viruses 
through  "genetic  engineering."  These

methods  could  lead  to  cures  for  a 
wide  spectrum  of  diseases  as  different 
as  schizophrenia,  diabetes,  dwarfism 
and  certain  heart  ailments. 

Highly  controversial  research  with 
"recombinant  DNA" — involving  the 
removal  of  heredity-carrying  materi- 
al from  a  cell  and  inserting  it  into 
the  cell  of  another  species — will  lead 
to  some  of  the  most  spectacular 
scientific  achievements  of  the  1980s. 

One  of  the  triimiphs  of  this  re- 
search already  in  experimental  use  is 
the  know-how  for  the  genetic  altera- 
tion of  certain  bacteria  so  as  to  turn 
them  into  factories  producing  insulin 
for  treatment  of  diabetics.  In  the 
1980s  the  same  method  will  come 
into  use  for  inexpensively  producing 
hormones  and  other  scarce  biological 
substances. 

Cloning — the  reproduction  of  ge- 
netically precise  duplicates  of  an 
individual  without  sexual  processes 
— will  continue  experimentally  on 
microbes  and  will  extend  to  small 
animals  in  the  1980s,  but  very  defi- 
nitely not  to  humans.  The  possibility 
of  human  cloning — if,  indeed,  it  ever 
emerges  from  the  realm  of  science 
fiction  to  reality — still  lies  many 
years  in  the  future.  So  does  the  need 
for  dealing  with  its  moral  and  ethical 
implications,  though  debates  and 
controversies  on  that  subject  will 
continue  to  flare  up  throughout  the 
1980s. 

Transportation 

Even  before  the  then-U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Transportation  Secretary 
Brock  Adams  called  on  engineers 
early  in  1979  to  "reinvent  the  car," 
the  American  automobile  industry 
reversed  the  course  it  had  been  fol- 
lowing in  the  first  70  years  of  the 
automobile  age.  These  years  had 
seen  a  nearly  consistent  growth  of 
the  size,  weight  and  horsepower  of 
vehicles. 

The  research  emphasis  has  now 
shifted  also  from  speed  (remember 
those  car  ads  of  the  1950s  boasting 
acceleration  to  70  miles  an  hour  in 
10  seconds  or  less?)  to  other  objec- 
tives. Among  these  are  reducing  time 
and  fuel-wasting  traffic  congestion, 
developing  vehicles  that  are  environ- 
mentally more  amenable,  are  less 
likely  to  injure  occupants  in  acci- 
dents, and  meet  the  transportation 
needs  of  their  users  on  less  fuel  than 
present  automobiles. 

The  bodies  and  some  of  the  struc- 


tural and  mechanical  components  of 
cars  of  the  late  1980s  will  be  made 
of  aluminum,  plastics  and  other  light- 
weight materials. 

The  lower  weight  will  permit  the 
use  of  smaller,  more  "fuel-conscious" 
engines.  Digital  dashboard  readouts 
and  electronic  fuel  injection  systems 
are  already  available  on  some  new 
models.  Plastic  tires  and  types  of 
ceramic  engines  are  on  the  horizon. 

Present  passenger  automobiles  av- 
erage 50  percent  more  miles  per  gal- 
lon of  gasoline  than  the  1974  genera- 
tion of  cars.  The  improvement  is  ex- 
pected to  double  for  the  1985  mod- 
els, and  will  perhaps  double  again 
by  1990. 

More  efficient  propulsion  systems 
— such  as  the  Stirling  engine  or  the 
turbocompound  diesel  or  the  gas  tur- 
bine and  various  other  kinds  under 
consideration — will  not  come  into  use 
until  the  end  of  the  1980s  at  the 
earliest  and  more  likely  not  until  the 
1990s. 

The  federal  network  of  superhigh- 
ways changed  the  American  land- 
scape in  the  last  25  years  and  cut 
driving  time  between  American  cities 
to  half  what  it  was  before  World  War 
II.  All  of  the  world's  large  cities  are 
now  within  less  than  a  day's  flight 
time  from  each  other  by  commercial 
air  routes.  These  present  travel 
times  are  unlikely  to  be  shortened 
substantially  during  the  1980s.  The 
vehicles  we  will  be  using  will  be 
slimmer,  less  gluttonous,  less  messy 
and  less  accident-prone  than  present 
models  which,  by  the  end  of  the 
1980s,  will  perhaps  appear  to  us  as 
antique  as  cars  with  rimning  boards, 
handcranks  and  kerosene  headlights 
from  bygone  days. 

Computers 

Before  the  end  of  the  1980s  com- 
puters will  be  nearly  as  ubiquitous 
and  pervade  our  lives  as  much  as 
telephones  do  today. 

A  small  computer — or  a  terminal 
connected  to  a  big  one — will  be  on 
nearly  every  desk  in  nearly  every 
classroom  and  library,  and  built  into 
most  new  cars  and  most  modern 
homes. 

The  car  computers  will  monitor 
and  regulate  engine  performance  and 
save  wear  and  fuel.  The  home  models 
will  keep  track  of  bank  accounts  and 
mortgage  balances,  maintain  up-to- 
the-minute  inventories  of  groceries 
and  other  household  supplies,  and 
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help  with  personal  and  business  cor- 
respondence. Some  of  the  terminals 
will  offer  their  users  instantaneous 
access  24  hours  of  every  day  to  large 
computers  storing  most  of  the 
world's  literature  and  large  quantities 
of  humankind's  accumulated  knowl- 
edge. 

The  trend  toward  smaller,  less  ex- 
pensive, more  versatile,  less  power- 
himgry  computers  and  other  electron- 
ic machines  will  continue  imabated 
in  the  1980s. 

Twenty  years  ago  the  office  calcu- 
lator was  a  bulky,  clattering  desk-top 
machine  costing  $300.  Today  it  costs 
$15,  fits  easily  into  a  purse  or  pocket, 
runs  on  small  batteries  and  makes  no 
noise.  For  some  large  computers,  work 
capacity  has  multiplied  10,000-fold 
since  the  1950s;  the  price  of  a  unit 
of  work  performance  has  shrunk  as 
much  as  100,000-fold  and  the  size  of 
the  memory  xmit  (in  which  informa- 
tion is  stored)  has  dwindled  25,000- 
fold.  The  newest  computer  memories 
can  store  information  equal  to  the 
contents  of  100  telephone  directory 
pages  on  a  paper-thin  wafer  one-inch 
square.  Still  more  dense  systems  are 
being  developed. 

In  the  paperless — or  nearly  paper- 
less— office  of  the  1980s,  dictation 
on  tape  will  be  transcribed  into  a 
word  processing  machine  and  dis- 
patched from  there  over  telephone  or 
telegraph  lines  to  a  screen  on  the 
desk  of  the  recipient.  There  it  will  be 
automatically  recorded  on  a  disk  for 
instantaneous  recall  to  the  screen 
whenever  desired.  Similar  techniques 
will  facilitate  electronic  mail. 

Progressive  miniaturization  (and 
micro-miniaturization)  of  communica- 
tion devices  in  the  1980s  will  grad- 
ually lead  to  wrist-watch-size  radio 
transmitters  and  receivers  perhaps  by 
the  year  2000.  These  radios  will  use 
communication  satellites  to  allow  us 
to  converse  with  any  other  person 
wearing  a  similar  device  anywhere 
on  the  Earth. 

As  the  steam  engine  magnified 
muscle  strength  early  in  the  Indus- 
trial Revolution  in  the  18th  century, 
so  computers  today  multiply  mental 
power.  By  the  end  of  the  1990s  "arti- 
ficial intelligence"  will  have  devel- 
oped sufficiently  that  the  chess 
champion  of  the  world  will  almost 
certainly  be  a  computer.  From  some 
point  in  the  21st  century,  no  human 
will  ever  again  acquire  the  world 
chess  title.  ■

with  reasonable  success,  to  select  the 
name  enjoying  widest  usage  and 
strongest  public  support.  If  it  ig- 
nored local  wishes — as  it  did  when 
it  chose  Porto  Rico  over  Puerto  Rico 
— the  cries  of  protest  were  instanta- 
neous and  loud.  In  the  case  of  Porto 
Rico  the  cries  did  not  abate  for  near- 
ly 50  years  until  Congress,  taking  the 
matter  out  of  the  Board's  hands, 
passed  a  bill  restoring  the  name  to 
Puerto  Rico.  On  the  whole,  though, 
BGN's  efforts  to  hack  clearings 
through  the  wild  linguistic  growth 
usually  went  fairly  smoothly. 

It  was  a  different  story  with  the 
principles  laid  down  for  the  place- 
name  forms.  Nobody  quarreled  with 
the  objectives:  simplification  and 
streamlining.  It  was  the  way  the  goal 
was  to  be 'achieved  that  raised  hack- 
les. Most  of  the  objections  focused  on 
two  BGN  edicts:  that  names  ending 
in  "burgh"  drop  their  h  to  become 
"burg,"  and  that  apostrophes  be 
eliminated  so  that  a  place  like  Mil- 
ler's Lake  would  become  Millers 
Lake.  Of  the  two,  the  h  drew  first 
blood. 

There  were  at  that  time  a  half- 
dozen  towns  around  the  country  that 
had  styled  themselves  Pittsburgh  in 
mimicry  of  the  original  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. They  groused  for  a  while  and 
then,  concluding  that  resistance  was 
futile,  dropped  their  h  to  become 
Pittsburg.  The  Pennsylvanians  were 
made  of  sterner  stuff.  It  was  not  just 
pride  of  authorship,  but  more  because 
many  of  the  early  settlers  were 
Scots.  In  fashioning  their  munici- 
pal title  they  had  given  it  a  typical- 
ly Scottish  ending  of  "burgh"  to  re- 
mind them  of  their  heritage.  If 
"burgh"  was  clearly  Scottish,  "burg" 
was  unmistakably  German — as  in 
Hamburg  and  Brandenburg — and  the 
Pennsylvanians  balked  at  hiding 
their  Scottish  light  under  a  German 
bushel.  So  they  dug  in  their  heels 
and  fought  the  BGN  edict,  backed  by 
a  vigorous  editorial  campaign  in  the 
local  press.  Federal  maps,  documents 
and  post  offices  dropped  the  city's  h 
but  residents  stubbornly  continued  to 
use  it  in  all  correspondence.  Munici- 
pal leaders  enlisted  the  aid  of  Penn- 
sylvania's congressmen  to  pressure 
the  Board  to  reverse  its  ruling,  but  it 
declined. 

Both  sides  were  adamant  and  the 
stand-off  persisted  year  after  year. 
Not  until  1932,  in  a  report  to  Presi- 
dent Hoover,  did  the  Board  wearily 


raise  the  white  flag  of  surrender,  con- 
ceding that  Pittsburgh  was  entitled 
to  its  h. 

The  seemingly  innocuous  apostro- 
phe was  to  become  as  troublesome 
for  BGN  as  the  h.  At  first  it  seemed 
that  the  public  would  agree  docilely 
to  relinquish  its  apostrophes.  In  one 
year  alone — 1894 — postal  authorities 
industriously  pruned  1,665  apostro- 
phes from  post  office  names.  Map- 
makers,  railroads,  educators,  editors 
and  publishers  fell  in  line,  snipping 
away  at  the  grammatical  mark.  The 
affected  places  themselves,  bowing  to 
the  inevitable,  followed  suit.  Except 
Martha's  Vineyard,  Massachusetts. 

The  Vineyarders  doted  on  their 
apostrophe.  It  had  been  theirs  ever 
since  1642  when  Captain  Bartholo- 
mew Gosnold  discovered  the  island 
and  named  it  for  its  Itish  growth  of 
wild  grapevines  and  for  his  daughter, 
Martha.  The  Vineyarders  refused 
resolutely  to  relinquish  their  three- 
century-old  apostrophe.  Flaimting  it 
like  a  battle  flag,  they  counter-at- 
tacked through  the  press,  through 
citizen  lobbies  and  through  their 
elected  officials.  It  took  a  long  time 
but  ultimately,  like  the  Pittsburgh- 
ers,  they  were  victorious.  By  coinci- 
dence, it  was  in  its  1932  report  to 
President  Hoover — the  same  one  in 
which  it  tossed  in  the  towel  on  the 
Pittsburgh  h — that  the  Board  an- 
noimced  its  surrender  on  the  Mar- 
tha's Vineyard  apostrophe. 

With  the  files  closed  on  those  two 
nagging  issues,  the  BGN  staff 
breathed  a  collective  sigh  of  relief.  It 
was  premature.  A  new  storm  broke 
out  in  the  north. 

Thompson's  Point,  Vermont,  had 
been  stripped  of  both  its  apostrophe 
and  its  s,  being  converted  to  simply 
Thompson  Point.  Never  reconciled 
to  the  amputation,  the  residents  now 
laimched  an  offensive  to  recapture 
their  missing  linguistic  parts.  The 
Board  refused  to  lift  its  ban  but  the 
voices  of  protest  would  not  be  si- 
lenced. Finally,  in  1964,  BGN  re- 
lented to  the  extent  of  restoring  the  s 
while  still  holding  fast  to  the  apos- 
trophe. Thompsons  Point  was  only  a 
half-victory  that  did  not  satisfy  the 
Pointers;  they  continued  to  press 
their  campaign.  Four  years  later,  the 
Vermont  legislature  joined  the  fray 
officially  by  voting  imanimous  ap- 
proval of  Thompson's  Point,  with  the 
cherished  curlicue  firmly  in  place,  as 
the   town's  authentic   name.  The

Board  was  unmoved  by  the  action. 
The  matter  is  still  unresolved,  both 
sides  still  entrenched  on  opposite 
flanks  of  the  disputed  little  mark. 

"I  know  it  must  make  us  sound 
like  bureaucratic  nincompoops," 
Randall  says  ruefully,  "but  there  is 
good  reason  for  our  obstinacy.  We 
ban.  apostrophes  in  place-names  be- 
cause on  a  map  they  can  be  misread 
as  topographic  marks,  causing  con- 
fusion. This  is  especially  true  on  nau- 
tical charts  where  an  apostrophe  is 
often  mistaken  as  an  indication  of 
rocks." 

The  fact  is  that  as  the  nation's  ar- 
biter of  its  place-names  the  Board 
frequently  finds  itself  in  a  damned-if- 
we-do-and-damned-if-we-don't  dilem- 
ma. Cape  Canaveral  demonstrates 
how  it  can  wind  up  in  a  no-win  sit- 
uation. In  1963,  President  Lyndon 
Johnson  asked  BGN  to  redesignate 
the  Florida  cape  as  Cape  Kennedy 
to  honor  his  assassinated  predecessor 
in  office.  Complying  with  the  White 
House  request,  the  Board  made  the 
change.  But  Canaveral  was  so  firmly 
entrenched  among  Floridians  that 
they  refused  to  go  along  with  the 
switch.  The  issue  was  debated  in  the 
state  legislature  which  voted  for  re- 
tention of  Canaveral  as  the  author- 
ized name  for  all  except  the  portion 
of  the  cape  under  federal  control  for 
operation  of  the  space  flight  center. 
Later,  when  President  Johnson  was 
occupied  with  other  problems,  BGN 
quietly  rescinded  its  order. 

Involvement  in  place-name  dis- 
putes is  no  novelty  to  Dick  Randall 
— he  was  born  into  one.  At  the  time 
of  his  birth,  Seattle  was  rent  by  a 
move  to  rename  Mount  Rainier,  its 
famous  landmark,  a  proposal  the 
Randalls  opposed  vigorously.  "That 
mountain  was  named  for  an  ancestor 
of  mine;  in  fact,  my  middle  name  is 
Rainier,"  he  explains.  "So  I  am  de- 
lighted that  we  balked  the  change." 

One  recent  change  that  did  go 
through  brought  Randall  and  his  col- 
leagues at  BGN  a  spate  of  good- 
natured  ribbing,  including  coast-to- 
coast  quips  by  Johnny  Carson  on  the 
Tonight  show.  It  grew  out  of  the 
Board's  laudable  undertaking  to 
eliminate  offensive  or  derogatory 
place-names,  an  effort  that  has 
erased  such  indignities  as  Jap  Moun- 
tain. (BGN,  however,  achieved  only 
cosmetic  improvement  with  another 
mountain;  resistance  to  elimination 
of  the  earthy  name  of  this  outhouse- 
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shaped  rock  formation  was  so  strong 
that  the  Board  succeeded  only  in 
truncating  it  to  S.H.  Mountain.) 
What  drew  the  recent  coast-to-coast 
chuckles  was  BGN's  treatment  of  an 
Oregon  site  noted  for  an  establish- 
ment where  the  world's  oldest  pro- 
fession was  plied.  The  Board  altered 
the  place-name  from  Whorehouse 
Meadow  to  Naughty  Girl  Meadow. 

But  a  current  place-name  issue  is 
not  generating  chuckles  for  anyone. 
It  arises  from  an  Alaska  request  to 
BGN  to  revert  to  Mount  McKinley's 
original  Indian  name,  Denali.  Be- 
cause the  modern  name  of  the  con- 
tinent's highest  peak  honors  the 
Ohio-born  twenty-fifth  president,  the 
Ohio  Congressional  delegation  has 
risen  in  defense  of  its  native  son.  At 
present  the  controversy  is  swirling 
through  the  halls  of  Congress,  with 
both  Alaska  and  Ohio  pressing  for 
support  of  their  opposing  points  of 
view.  Hoping  it  will  not  be  scorched 
by  this  political  hot  potato,  the 
Board  is  maintaining  a  discreetly  low 
profile  in  the  matter. 

In  an  average  month  the  Board 
renders  some  100  decisions  on  do- 
mestic place-names  and  those  gener- 
ating the  heat  of  a  Pittsburgh,  a  Ca- 
naveral or  a  McKinley  are  the  ex- 
ception. That  is  fortunate  because 
now  BGN  faces  a  challenge  from 
abroad  that  is  taxing  its  lean  re- 
sources— Pinyin,  the  new  system 
adopted  this  year  by  the  People's 
Republic  of  China  for  rendering 
Chinese  names  in  the  Roman  alpha- 
bet. Pinyin  confronts  geographers 
with  complexities  on  a  par  equal  with 
those  most  of  us  would  face  if  sud- 
denly we  had  to  adopt  the  metric  and 
Celsius  systems  in  place  of  our  fa- 
miliar xmits  of  measurement.  In 
Pinyin,  Peking  becomes  Beijing, 
Canton  becomes  Guangzhou,  Sinki- 
ang  becomes  Xinjiang,  and  Tibet  is 
Xizang.  "It's  the  biggest  problem 
we've  ever  faced,"  Randall  exclaims. 
"We  have  to  alter  all  our  place- 
names  on  China  as  the  Chinese  re- 
lease the  new  Pinyin  forms.  We  are 
working  on  the  18,000  they  have  re- 
leased so  far  but  the  total  will  prob- 
ably run  over  a  million." 

The  arrival  of  Pinyin  can  bring  no 
cheer  to  Vermont.  Confronted  by  the 
enormity  of  its  Chinese  challenge, 
the  Board  of  Geographic  Names  is 
unlikely  any  time  soon  to  reconsider 
the  plea  for  restoration  of  the 
Thompsons  Point  apostrophe.  ■

"Joe  snaps  the  whip  in  practice 
and  demands  hard-nose  performance 
from  his  ballplayers,"  say  friends, 
"but  he  stays  so  cool  he  could  walk 
by  your  table  and  ice  your  drinks." 

Patemo  seems  to  have  intellectu- 
alized  the  game  into  its  place.  Perm 
State  teams  have  reflected  their  lead- 
er's control  and  balanced  outlook  and 
also  have  one  of  the  standout  grad- 
uation rates  in  campus  athletics: 
more  than  92  percent  of  Paterno's 
gridders  have  earned  their  undergrad- 
uate degree.  Not  slaves  to  academe, 
his  teams  have  also  compiled  amaz- 
ing streaks — 23  straight  wins  in  one 
case,  19  in  another — and  once  the 
Lions  went  31  consecutive  games 
without  a  defeat. 

Paterno  also  keeps  his  outlook 
fresh.  Understanding  the  personality 
of  a  squad  is  important  to  him. 
"Today's  college  man  is  exposed  to 
too  much;  he's  too  aware  to  be  treat- 
ed as  in  the  past,"  said  Patemo. 
"Unless  he's  convinced  that  self-dis- 
cipline is  good  for  him,  he  won't 
play  at  his  best  for  you." 

Another  hang-tough  veteran  is 
Charley  "Cholly  Mac"  McClendon 
of  Louisiana  State  University,  now 
in  his  18th  season  as  head  man.  Chol- 
ly Mac  served  in  the  World  War  II 
Navy  and  directs  assistant  coaches 
who  weren't  born  when  he  began  as 
a  pigskin  instructor. 

Overall,  he's  been  an  LSU  staff 
member  since  the  Eisenhower  admin- 
istration— 27  years.  McClendon's 
lifetime  won-lost-tied  figures  of  135- 
58-7,  as  of  press  time,  are  among 
the  best.  Those  135  triumphs  are 
topped  by  only  five  coaches  in 
the  National  Collegiate  A.A.'s  Divi- 
sion One-A  (the  majors)  and  Cholly 
Mac's  feat  of  sending  12  teams  to 
January  bowl  classics  is  matched  by 
few.  In  Bayou  country,  they  fondly 
say,  "Cholly's  an  old  alligator — he 
just  keeps  bitin'  and  chewin'  out 
eight  and  nine  wins  a  season." 

At  55,  the  grandfatherly,  nmipled 
McClendon  is  in  every  way  a  con- 
tradiction to  the  rule  that  college 
whistle-blowers  don't  last  long.  Job 
security  doesn't  exist  in  the  pressure- 
cooked  "amateur"  game.  If  demands 
of  alumni,  undergrads  and  the  press 
for  a  champion  don't  get  "Mr. 
Coach"  sacked,  he  is  "kicked  up- 
stairs" to  an  athletic  department 
post,  or  signs  with  a  pro  club  or  re- 
tires to  sell  real  estate.  The  "youth 
syndrome"  is  strong.  Old-timers  give 
way  to  strategists  in  their  30's  and 
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early  40's,  who  only  hope  they  can 
last  a  decade. 

McClendon's  sticking  power  is  as 
famous  as  the  "Tiger  growl"  of  76,- 
000  Tiger  Stadium  rooters.  "I  en- 
tered a  daughter  in  kindergarten  here 
in  Baton  Rouge  and  then  saw  her 
graduate  from  Louisiana  State,"  he 
said.  "And  now  I've  lived  through 
about  a  dozen  Bengal  tiger  mascots. 

Amid  the  stadium  confusion,  the 
grizzled  McClendon  retains  a  quiet 
composure.  He  doesn't  bark  at  of- 
ficials or  kick  sideline  markers  and 
draw  penalties.  He  patiently  tells 
LSU  players,  "You  don't  win  for  me 
— you  do  this  for  yourselves,  for  your 
teammates  and  your  pride."  But  how 
has  he  stayed  at  a  football-crazy  col- 
lege so  long? 

"When  I  have  an  attack  of  nerves," 
says  McClendon,  "I  go  out  in  my 
yard  and  pick  pecans.  Or  work  in  the 
garden.  I'm  pretty  good  at  forgetting 
my  troubles  long  enough  to  get  some 
second  wind." 

That's  just  one  of  his  secrets.  Last 
October  20th,  LSU  almost  lost  to  a 
fired-up  Kentucky  team  and  in  a 
scene  of  bedlam  McClendon  watched 
quietly  as  his  boys  pulled  out  a  win, 
23-19.  Just  as  quietly,  he  left  the 
place,  went  home,  put  his  feet  up  in 
an  easy  chair  and  rested.  Within  a 
few  hours,  however,  he  was  at  work 
on  plans  for  the  next  contest.  ChoUy 
Mac  wastes  no  time;  he  comes  bet- 
ter prepared  than  most. 

Another  old-timer,  Bob  Blackman 
of  Cornell  University  has  been  on  the 
firing  line  for  37  campaigns.  At  a 
brisk  and  peppy  62,  he  resembles  for- 
mer President  Herbert  Hoover.  In 
1942,  young  Lt.  Blackman  gained 
attention  by  coaching  a  wartime  San 
Diego  Naval  Training  Station  squad 
to  a  nine  wins-one  loss  record.  Since 
then,  "Wizard  Bob"  has  dazzled  op- 
ponents with  stunting  defenses,  com- 
plex pass  plays  and  men-in-motion. 
He's  chalked  up  more  than  150  ca- 
reer victories  and  is  the  Ivy  League's 
all-time  winner  of  championships. 

After  16  outstanding  years  at  Dart- 
mouth, Blackman  switched  to  Illinois 
U.,  then  to  Cornell  in  1976.  "I  have  a 
grown  son  coaching  football,"  says 
Blackman,  "but  I  don't  count  the 
years  and  I  feel  so  good  I  plan  to  go 
on  indefinitely." 

Blackman  almost  didn't  last  a 
single  season  in  the  sport — much  less 
indefinitely.  As  a  freshman  athlete 
at  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia he  contracted  polio.  He  was

either  in  the  hospital  or  on  crutches 
for  a  year,  but  he  made  use  of  ad- 
versity. Though  ill,  he  studied  long 
hours  and  graduated  cum  laude.  From 
use,  he  entered  Navy  football,  was 
a  pioneer  in  developing  the  V-forma- 
tion  and  today  is  singled  out  for  ad- 
vice by  coaches  half  his  age. 

Durable  football  teachers  often 
come  from  large  families,  and  Dan 
Devine  of  Notre  Dame,  one  of  nine 
children,  is  typical.  In  1961,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Missouri  hadn't  won  a  bowl 
contest  in  five  tries.  Then  the  mild- 
appearing  Devine  went  to  work. 

Missouri  beat  Navy  in  the  Orange 
Bowl,  Alabama  in  the  Gator  Bowl 
and  Florida  in  the  Sugar  Bowl.  Cap- 
turing more  than  70  percent  of  games 
in  13  seasons,  Devine  became  a  leg- 
end at  Old  Mizzou. 

Now  at  Notre  Dame,  the  54-year- 
old  had  lifetime  statistics  of  163-54-8 
as  of  press  time  and  stands  third  in 
the  NCAA  in  total  triumphs.  Count- 
ing both  assistant  and  head-man 
jobs,  Devine's  been  on  the  bench 
since  1950. 

"Dan  looks  easygoing  and  maybe 
even  easy  to  handle,"  said  Andy  Rus- 
sell, one  of  his  former  players.  "He 
isn't.  Beneath  the  surface,  he's  all 
steel."  Determination  has  character- 
ized Devine  since  college  days  when 
he  was  student  body  president  and, 
in  World  War  II,  when  he  was  an 
Army  Air  Corps  bombardier. 

When  Notre  Dame  signed  him  in 
1975,  replacing  the  popular  Ara  Par- 
seghian,  critics  claimed  Devine 
lacked  the  fiery  spirit  required  at  a 
school  where  defeat  is  intolerable, 
where  the  flame  of  Knute  Rockne 
always  glows.  But  Devine  is  methodi- 
cal, painstaking  and  a  master  of  both 
defense  and  offense. 

Previous  Notre  Dame  coaches  have 
been  colorful,  while  Dan  Devine  is 
undynamic,  composed  and  makes  no 
halftime  pep  talks.  He  doesn't  seek 
popularity.  "They  tell  me  I'm  more 
popular  with  players  after  they  grad- 
uate and  have  time  to  evalute  what 
I  really  stand  for,"  Devine  has  said. 
"That's  fine  with  me." 

His  way  of  pursuing  victory  is  to 
avoid  overstraining  or  wearing  him- 
self down  and  the  veteran  has  es- 
caped the  ulcers  and  coronary  attacks 
so  common  among  coaches.  Devine 
keeps  football  in  perspective  and 
finds  other  outlets  for  his  excess  en- 
ergy. He's  an  avid  tennis  player,  has 
acted  as  National  Muscular  Dystro- 
phy Association  vice-president  and  is 
on  the  board  of  the  National  Arthri- 
tis Foundation. 

In  25  years,  Notre  Dame  has  hired 
and  released  five  head  coaches,  a  fast 
turnover  even  for  a  highly  competi- 


tive university.  Devine,  while  he  may 
be  on  the  spot,  doesn't  show  it  and 
no  one  will  be  surprised  if  he  is  still 
whistle-blowing  a  decade  from  now. 

Paul  "Bear"  Bryant  of  Alabama 
bows  to  almost  no  one  in  terms  of 
lengthy  service.  Grinning,  he  says,  "I 
can  remember  when  we  players 
changed  our  uniform  numbers  from 
week  to  week.  It  confused  the  fans 
and  we  sold  more  programs."  That 
was  during  the  Depression  era  when 
he  was  a  lanky  end  who  played  for 
Alabama  in  the  Rose  Bowl. 

Forty -five  years  later,  the  66-year- 
old  Bryant  is  in  his  21st  season  at 
Alabama.  Previous  coaching  stints  at 
Maryland,  Kentucky  and  Texas  A.  & 
M.  give  him  34  years  of  diagramming 
plays.  His  aim  is  to  become  the  win- 
ningest  tutor  of  all  time. 

The  late  Amos  Alonzo  Stagg,  who 
coached  for  57  winters  and  lived  to 
102,  holds  the  career  record  of  314 
games  won.  Second  to  Stagg  is  the 
late  Glenn  "Pop"  Warner  of  Carlisle 
Indians  and  Stanford  fame,  with  313. 
Next  comes  Bryant,  who  had  294 
victories  as  of  press  time. 

Burly,  weatherbeaten  Bryant  says, 
"I'll  stick  around  for  a  few  more 
years."  By  1981,  if  he  maintains  his 
average  of  10.6  wins  per  annum,  he 
will  have  passed  Stagg.  With  four 
national  titles  to  his  credit,  it  is  no 
wonder  that  in  Alabama  they  tell  you 
that  Bear  can  walk  on  water. 

One  gag  among  his  admirers  goes, 
"Bear  was  out  walking  his  ducks  on 
a  lake  and  a  speedboat  hit  him. 
Broke  two  of  his  ribs."  (Actually, 
the  6-feet-3  Bryant  slipped  in  the 
shower  and  suffered  some  ribcage 
damage.)  Another  story  relates  the 
time,  during  his  TV  show,  when  he 
delivered  a  message  for  Golden 
Flakes  potato  chips.  "These  Golden 
Fakes  are  mighty  good,"  said  Bear, 
fumbling  his  line  as  he  munched  on 
one.  Then  he  spilled  the  chips,  his 
notes  and  a  soft  drink  over  a  table. 

Bryant's  gruff  joviality  helps  keep 
him  yoxmg.  "Coaches  hit  a  lot  of  golf 
balls  to  keep  from  beating  their 
wives,"  he  jokes.  On  finances,  he 
comments,  "I  own  a  few  stocks  and 
bonds  that  keep  me  in  debt." 

The  Bear  is  up  at  5  o'clock  every 
morning,  has  finished  his  paperwork 
by  noon  and  then  mounts  his  prac- 
tice tower  for  several  hours.  By  mid- 
night he's  put  in  a  17-hour  day.  "I 
hate  to  waste  the  next  five  hours 
sleeping,"  he  grumbles. 

In  the  southwest,  Bill  Yeoman  of 
Houston  University  is  one  of  the 
hardiest  of  his  breed.  In  his  early 
50's,  Yeoman  has  led  the  Cougars  for 
17  turns  of  the  calendar.  He  is  a  30- 
year  man.  Having  earlier  worked  un- 
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der  Col.  Red  Blaik  at  Army  and 
Duffy  Daugherty  at  Michigan  State, 
Yeoman  has  kept  a  jump  ahead  of 
his  critics  when  the  Cougars  were 
slumping  by  producing  a  hot  team 
the  next  season. 

An  easygoing  fellow.  Bill  Yeoman 
keeps  his  players  loose.  "Kids  today 
are  too  serious,"  he  said.  "They  want 
to  plan  their  whole  lives  at  16  or  17. 
When  I  was  that  age,  I  sat  on  a  fence 
for  hours  watching  the  sunset." 

One  more  17-y ear-senior  is  husky 
Jerry  Claiborne  of  the  University  of 
Maryland.  He  has  survived  to  see  his 
son,  Jonathan,  play  safetyback  for 
the  Terrapins.  A  fine  technician,  Clai- 
borne completely  turned  around 
Maryland.  Under  five  previous 
coaches,  the  Terps  had  lost  100  and 
won  60.  The  experienced  Claiborne 
shook  things  up,  won  21  straight  con- 
ference games  and  led  five  teams  to 
January  bowls. 

Add  to  the  list  of  old  warriors  the 
name  of  Vince  Dooley  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Georgia  (17  years),  producer 
of  many  Southwest  Conference 
champions,  and  Hayden  Fry  of  Iowa 
University  (17  years),  who  formerly 
tutored  the  Quantico  Marines  and 
Southern  Methodist  U.  Mustangs. 
Then  add  Wayne  Hardin,  who,  as  far 
back  as  1963,  led  the  Naval  Academy 
to  the  Cotton  Bowl.  Now  operating 
at  Temple  University,  Hardin  has 
21  seasons  under  his  belt.  In  his  15th 
session  at  Yale  is  white-haired  Car- 
men Cozza,  dean  of  Ivy  League 
coaches.  Yale  has  employed  32  head 
men  since  football  began  at  New 
Haven,  CT  in  1872,  and  they  say, 
"Cozza's  the  best  we  ever  had." 

The  remarkable  Frank  Kush,  a 
one-time  Army  infantry  lieutenant, 
must  be  mentioned  in  any  list  of  foot- 
ball generals  with  extensive  careers. 
Kush  arrived  at  Arizona  State  Uni- 
versity in  Tempe  at  a  time  when 
the  ASU  Sun  Devils  were  unknown 
outside  their  Border  Conference  re- 
gion. Before  long,  they  had  a  na- 
tional reputation  and,  24  years  after 
Kush  took  over  as  coach,  he  had  won 
176  games — ranking  second  in  Amer- 
ica in  that  department.  (Early  this 
season,  Kush  was  fired  on  charges 
that  he  struck  one  of  his  players, 
which  Kush  denied.  Thus  ended  one 
of  the  longest  associations  of  a  coach 
and  college  in  the  game's  modern 
history.  Indications  in  October  were 
that  Frank  Kush  would  sign  at  an- 
other school — and  continue  as  one 
of  the  deans  of  his  trade.) 

Other  vets — but  only  a  few — are 
scattered  about  the  country.  In  the 
past  two  years,  more  than  20  insti- 
tutions changed  football  directors, 
which  is  about  the  average  annual

hire-and-fire  rate.  In  1978-79,  for  in- 
stance, the  18  members  of  the  Big 
Ten  and  Big  Eight  conferences  made 
11  coaching  switches.  It  is  an  endless 
revolving-door  situation.  However,  at 
the  Big  Ten's  University  of  Michi- 
gan there  stands  a  sturdy  rock  in 
Glenn  E.  "Bo"  Schembechler. 

Bo  formerly  worked  at  Miami 
of  Ohio  and  now,  in  his  11th  go- 
round  at  Michigan,  is  an  old-timer  of 
17  seasons.  Before  one  Rose  Bowl 
game,  Schembechler  collapsed  and 
the  Wolverines  had  to  go  on  without 
him.  He  has  undergone  heart  sur- 
gery, yet  continues  to  coach  at  a 
.799  win-percentage  that  stands  sec- 
ond in  the  U.S.,  behind  only  Joe 
Paterno  and  ahead  of  Bear  Bryant. 
"My  heart  attack  taught  me  not  to 
be  so  uptight,"  says  Schembechler. 
"Now,  if  I  lose  one,  I  know  it  isn't  the 
end  of  the  world." 

He  has  adopted  the  philosophy  of 
Johnny  M[cKay,  who  sat  in  the  hot 
seat  at  USC  for  16  years  before 
moving  to  Tampa  Bay  of  the  NFL. 
McKay  once  told  a  USC  team  after  it 
had  been  badly  beaten  by  Notre 
Dame,  "Cheer  up.  There  are  900  mil- 
lion Chinese  who  don't  know  this 
game  was  ever  played." 

Taking  that  same  attitude  is  Eddie 
Robinson,  a  38-year  vet  of  Gramb- 
ling  College  in  Louisiana  who  was 
making  "X's"  and  "O's"  on  black- 
boards before  Pearl  Harbor.  Gramb- 
ling  competes  at  somewhere  between 
the  big-time  and  small-college  level, 
yet  has  sent  a  remarkable  170  play- 
ers into  pro  football.  "Age  can't  stale 
Eddie,"  they  say.  "He  just  gets  bet- 
ter." In  his  60's,  he  intends  to  keep 
going. 

If  a  lesson  can  be  drawn  from 
these  long-lasters,  it  could  be  that 
they  persevere  beyond  ordinary  stick- 
to-it  determination.  All  have  an 
ability  to  pace  themselves  in  a 
frantic  profession.  They're  patient 
and  organize  their  affairs  efficiently 
to  further  reduce  the  punishment. 
They  guard  their  health,  and  let  the 
hard  raps — "fire  the  biun!" — bounce 
off  as  they  look  to  tomorrow.  They 
keep  the  worry  factor  under  control, 
learn  from  the  bad  breaks,  inject  hu- 
mor into  the  daily  grind  and  find 
relief  from  work  in  outside  activities. 

As  Bear  Bryant  puts  it,  "We  old 
boys  know  that  footballs  take  just 
as  many  funny  bounces  for  the  other 
side  as  for  us.  It  all  evens  out  and  we 
accept  that." 

Which  is  why  you'll  see  most  of 
them  on  the  sideline  well  into  the 
1980's,  when  many  of  their  younger 
challengers  have  disappeared.  ■

when  two  American  Army  officers 
were  hacked  to  death  by  North  Ko- 
rean soldiers  in  Panmunjom,  or  when 
the  USS  Pueblo  was  seized. 

•  In  recent  months,  we  have  wit- 
nessed an  ambassador  murdered;  our 
embassy  in  Iran  overrun  twice;  the 
tragedy  of  Americans  held  hostage  in 
Iran;  and  our  embassy  in  Beirut  oc- 
cupied by  students  who  ripped  down 
our  flag  and  publicly  burned  it. 

These  and  other  examples  lead 
many  in  America — and  in  the  world 
— to  conclude  that  we  are  either  un- 
able or  unwilling  to  take  a  firm 
stand    regardless    of    the  offense. 

Yet  there  is  hope.  At  last  a  few 
high  government  officials  are  con- 
cluding that  the  time  is  at  hand 
when  "harsh  measures"  may  have  to 
be  considered  to  combat  a  growing 
international  feeling  that  the  might 
and  interests  of  America  can  be 
flouted  without  fear.  But  exactly 
where  will  we  draw  the  line? 

And,  when  the  day  comes  that  we 
will  concede  no  more,  will  we  be 
strong  enough  to  act? 

At  least  twice  in  the  last  25  years, 
the  United  States  has  taken  an  un- 
mistakable stand  for  right.  In  each 
we  prevailed  because  we  had  the 
military  might  and  we  were  not  will- 
ing to  back  down.  Consequently, 
the  Cuban  Missile  crisis  and  the 
Mayaguez  incident  shine  as  bright 
spots  in  our  recent  history.  After 
each  incident,  Americans  held  their 
heads  a  little  higher  and  our  allies 
were  proud  to  be  called  "friend." 

The  American  Legion  believes  that 
negotiation  is  the  proper  procedure 
for  the  conduct  of  international  rela- 
tions. But  we  also  believe  the  United 
States  invites  armed  conflict  when 
we  have  no  position  of  military 
strength  from  which  to  negotiate. 

We  must  reestablish  ourselves  as 
a  nation  which  cannot  be  abused  at 
will. 

Our  challenge  is  clear:  we  must  let 
our  voices  proclaim  that  we  will 
neither  relinquish  our  national  self- 
esteem,  nor  have  it  stripped  from  us 
by  a  government  unwilling  "to  pro- 
vide for  the  common  defense." 

Never  in  history  has  national 
apathy  or  military  weakness  ensured 
world  peace.  Our  only  guarantee  of 
freedom  is  a  militarily  invincible  na- 
tion, so  strong  in  its  resolve  that  no 
potential  foe  dare  test  our  mettle.*
